We are, again .. . dimin- 
ished. Greatly. - 
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GORDIE EUBER, of Orwell, Vermont left the range forever on February 8, 
1991. He was 53 years of age. We first met Gordie in 1980, when we re- 
turned to benchrest shooting after a sabbatical of several years. As | recall, 
Gordie was in the process of winning one of the Dunham's Bay winter 
league matches on that initial occasion, and he was saying a lot of things, 
often loudly, and the theories were flowing at the rate of about one a minute. 
We left that day with the thought in mind that the fellow was a bit of a brag- 
gart. At the end of the winter league, we knew otherwise. Whether Gordie 
was winning by a huge margin, doing downright terribly, or somewhere in 
between . . . well, by the lord Harry, Gordie had come to the match to shoot 
. .. and to talk guns, and gun theories . . .he had enough of this silence stuff 
in his job as a truck driver . . .solet’s discuss whether (or whatever) 
really is worth anything for cleaning rifle barrels. After a year or so of know- 
ing Gordie, it was just about impossible to not realize the obvious . . . he 
liked to talk guns, and if the only way to talk guns was to get a good 
controversy/argument going . . . well, so be it. And if the conversation was 
showing signs of being a bit boring, well a statement such as “.25 caliber is 
more inherently accurate than 6mm” from Gordie usually was enough to get 
the discussion into third gear! And when Gordie was “on”, he was a handful 
to compete with. We can recall him at the IBS Nationals at Johnstown, in 
1981 or so, winning two range aggregates outright . . . with loads that were 
so hot, and turning up such an amount of muzzle blast that at the end of the 
championships a lot of hair was missing from his left arm! But he certainly 
had the handle that week! We remember Gordie deciding to “commission” 
the building of a heavy bench class rifle, back around 82-83, to a set of spec- 
ifications that he had come up with, and which were a trifle off the beaten 
path of accepted gun design of the time. The darn thing never really shot all 
that well, and Gordie was appropriately crushed. | mean, a gun that doesn’t 
shoot well is one thing . . . but for Gordie to have to consider that . . . just 
possibly . . . maybe his theories were just a tad wrong... harumph!.. . not 
to be considered! 

Well, Gordie is gone, and we have to admit, we’re going to miss the big 
guy. If our memories seem a bit irreverent, and not appropriately solemn, we 
apologize. But we have dozens of memories of things Gordie said, or did; he 
was not a dull sort . . . and as the Irish said of Parnell, after his death. . .he 
was not a man who had to stand twice to cast a shadow. 


BULLET VELOCITY AND SPIN 


Let me start by congratulating you on 
your January ’91 article entitled “Compar- 
ing Factory To Custom Bullets.” This has 
long been a favored subject of mine. I’ve 
been shooting in competition since WW II 
and have been making bullets since 1980. | 
first got interested in making bullets after 
reading an article by Mike Walker where he 
said, accuracy had everything to do with 
barrels, bedding, and bullets. With two 
friends, | purchased two sets of Pindell dies 
(.224-7S and .243-7S). In time | began mak- 
ing bullets for others as well as myself. Curi- 
ous as to how mine compared to Sierra, 
Nosler, Speer, and Hornaday | conducted 
several tests, very much like you did. | was 
also interested in discovering which design 
elements were more important than others. 
Since then | have learned a lot. 

On the subject of weight - | made special 
lots of 50 bullets of each weight, starting at 
65 grains to 71 grains. These were made to 
be tested in a rail gun chambered up for the 
PPC. These bullets were carefully selected 
as to uniform jackets, double swaged 
cores, and triple swaged ogives. They were 
also carefully measured for O.A.L., bearing 
surface, ogive length, inside core length, 
runouts, squareness, and weight differenc- 
es. The results were documented and then 
one sunny afternoon shot through the rail 
gun. The results were astonishing! 19 five 
shot groups at 100 yards averaged .2080 
per group. Ten of the five shot groups aver- 
aged .1701, this with 6% error in bullet 
length, and 4% error in runout. Samples 
were cut up to inspect center of gravity and 
inspect construction. 

About the same time, 800 Sierra 70 grain 
match bullets (from the same lot) were avail- 
able for comparison. They had been used in 
6X47 and PPC rifles with excellent results. 
The next thing | did was run the bullets over 
a chronograph. After making and testing 
bullets from nine different dies, searching 
for the optimum shape, | decided to give up 
bulletmaking.

It appeared velocity and spin for a given 
weight and length might be the principle re- 
quirement to start with. Back in 1975 at 
Hart’s Range, | was given a couple design 
formulas for bullet stability and twist re- 
quirements by Mike Buzzard, then working 
for Federal Cartridge Co. As | pursued it fur- 
ther it became clear that velocity and spin 
were critical factors if you were searching 
for optimum accuracy at a given range and 
time of the year. Several examples come to 
mind, one of which illustrates what | mean. 
This past September a regional match was 
held at our local range. As shooting pro- 
gressed | kept track of who was doing well 
and inquired as to what they were using with 
respect to bullet shape, velocity, and twist. 
Ed Watson was the winner. He told me he 
was using his own 68 grain bullets in a 14 
twist barrel and shooting them at 3280 
f.p.s.. He had just chronographed his load 
the night before at the range. Using 
Federal’s formulas, it calculated a bullet 
length of .8409”. When measured they 
were .8410”. 

Somewhat earlier in the year, Hunter 
Class matches were held for local enjoy- 
ment. Four matches resulted in 335 
chronographed groups for velocity and 
group comparison. These tests also 
showed velocity changes due to seasonal 
changes, weather conditions, etc... When a 
given shooter matched his velocity and spin 
to weight and length his scores went up dra- 
matically. This is not to say there is any 
“magic formula’, but it does point out there 
are several important items to be consid- 
ered with regard to optimum performance. 

You don’t see good bullet design informa- 
tion in print that often. Notably, E.H. Harris’s 
work in the RIFLEMAN and Bill Davis’ 
“treasure” in PS are rare indeed. You will 
note Bill’s basic bullet was a 70 Grain, .830” 
long HPBT much like the Sierra or Nosler 
match designs instead of the 68 grain, .835/ 
.840” types most custom bulletmakers sell. 
| recall Clarence Detsch telling me the 70 
grain he started making was Remington’s 
recommendation at the time. Later, Mike 
Walker began to tell people that he believed 
that the lighter 68 grain bullets performed a 
little better. 


| think it can be said, no real decisions can 
be made on a bullet until it has been thor- 
oughly tested under “its” own conditions. | 
fail to see why Sierra’s or Nosler’s machin- 
ery would be inferior to any other, if volume 
were not a factor they could make a bullet 
just as good as any custom bulletmaker. 
Especially since they make their own jack- 
ets and wire. 

Bullet design is a compromise at best and 
so the particular velocity and spin in use ata 
given time dictates the “winner.” Changing 
weather conditions, elevations, and other 
factors would tend to confuse things. If you 
want proof just look at the varied compo- 
nents used by winners at the Super Shoot 
each year. 

| am sure you recall the “Maretzo bullet 
problem” last year at Dunham’s Bay. | at- 
tempted to shed some light on the subject at 
the time, but have often thought how handy 
it would have been to have a chronograph 
on hand to prove my point. 

To better illustrate my point, let’s say we 
have a 14” barrel and we want to use 68 
grain bullets and shoot them at 3100 f.p.s. 
Calculating the bullet lengths for a stability 
factor of 1.3 at a temperature of 59 degrees 
at sea level works out to be .8276” long. If 
we shoot this same bullet/barrel combina- 
tion in a match in 70 degree weather and do 
not change our load the velocity will in- 
crease to 3179.9 f.p.s. In order to maintain 
the same stability level the bullet would 
need to be increased in length to .8334”. 
When summer sets in and the temperatures 
get into the 90’s the same bullet/barrel/load 
combination will cause the bullet to reach a 
velocity of 3313.6 f.p.s. In order to achieve 
the same stability factor the bullet should be 
increased in length to .8435”. It is very easy 
to understand why Maretzo’s bullet slowed 
up when spin and velocity dropped off at -20 
degrees. Normally, benchrest shooters are 
not subjected to these extreme conditions 
in the course of a match. Consequently, 
they get away with a lot more than they 
should. 

John, keep up the good work. If you are 
ever in the neighborhood stop in. | have sev- 
eral 4’° notebooks full of custom 
bulletmaking notes.

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SUPER SCOPES: 


Part One — Leupold Mark 4 M1-16x 


| think it would probably be safe to as- 
sume that Precision Shooting is mostly read 
by precision shooters. Whether they are 
long-range hunters or short-range 
benchrest shooters, the common goal 
among all true precision shooters is to place 
their bullets as close to the desired point of 
impact as possible. It should also then be 
safe to presume that the reason the vast 
majority of us have scopes mounted on our 
rifles is to help us achieve this goal. (You just 
don’t see all that many peep sights at the 
Super Shoot). 

There is an old adage that says that you 
can only shoot as well as you can see, and 
while this is certainly still true, a better say- 
ing for today’s precision shooters may be 
that you can only shoot as well as your 
scope will allow. A rifle that is capable of fir- 
ing groups in the low one’s will never win a 
match if it is wearing a scope that’s only 
good for high three’s. 

It should also be equally obvious to any- 
one who reads this publication thoroughly 
that hardly an issue passes without one of 
the contributing writers mentioning some- 
thing about their most recent scope related 
nightmare. Nowhere is this more true than 
with articles written by the long-range 
shooters. It seems that these fellows have 
cooked up a sure-fire recipe for scope fail- 
ure that goes something like this: Take one 
.338-378 Weatherby, (a 30-378 will do ina 
pickle), add one internally adjusted scope, 
(any make or model) mix in a generous sup- 
ply of full-house ammo, (the hotter the bet- 
ter) add a few hundred minutes of elevation 
and windage, shake well, and then return 
scope to factory. Twiddle thumbs for six to 
eight weeks and then repeat. 

This may be a slight exaggeration, but 
you get the general idea. The fact of the 
matter is, simply put, that the scopes being 
used successfully (most of the time) by the 
short-range shooters just aren’t cutting it in 
the long-range world. 

Which brings us to the point of this article, 
which is, scopes that “were” designed for 
long-range shooting. These are the so 
called military or sniper scopes, scopes that 
are described with words like “remarkable,” 
“technically-advanced,” “guaranteed,” 
“strong,” and “durable.” These are the 
super scopes! We shall see. 

The first obstacle in testing these scopes 
was simply trying to find a place in which to 
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by

buy one. You just don’t find these things at 
your local K-mart, you know. Eventually, | 
located a Leupold Mark 4 M1-16x at Ash- 
land Shooting Supply of Ohio. Two days 
and $865.05 later, the scope, bases and 
30mm rings were mine. 

The first thing you notice when you open 
the box is the no-nonsense business-like 
appearance of the scope. There are no cos- 
metic frills here. The exterior finish is what 
the spec. sheet describes as “a tough ano- 
dized black matte.” The scope comes with 
Butler Creek flip up lens covers and a sun- 
shade, the latter is also finished in black 
matte. The second thing you notice is the 
large elevation, windage, and focusing 
knobs; which lack the traditional covers. 
These knobs are big and it is obvious that 
they were designed for some serious click- 
ing. The M1-16x is listed as having 145 min- 
utes of elevation and 45 minutes of wind- 
age, which is roughly three times as much 


as most Leupold target scopes. It should be 
noted that the adjustments are in true min- 
utes, not inches. This means that at 100 
yards, one click is worth .261”, not .250”. 
One minute of angle subtends 1.047” at 
100 yards/and 1.047” divided by 4 equals 
.261”. To figure out how far a certain num- 
ber of clicks will move the point of impact at 
100 yards, simply multiply the number of 
clicks by .261”. Example: 276 clicks times 
.261” per click = 72.036” or six feet. A full 
range of 145 minutes of elevation equals 
151.8” or 12.6 feet, which, depending on 
the rifle you’re using, could put you dead on 
somewhere in the next county. 

On the left side of the scope turret is the 
focusing knob. It works much like focusing a 
camera. You look through the scope and 
turn the knob until the target comes into 
sharp focus. This not only takes care of the 
focusing, but the parallax adjustment as

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well. In actual use, | found the focus adjust- 
ment to be very touchy with a narrow mar- 
gin of error. The scope is either in focus or it 
isn’t; there are no gray areas. 

The M1-16x has a 30mm diameter tube 
that is machined from a solid piece of 
T-6061 aircraft aluminum. Overall length is 
12 7/8” without the sunshade, and the 
scope weighs 22 oz. The unrestricted ob- 
jective lens diameter is 40.0mm, and the un- 
restricted eye lens diameter is 34.5mm. 
Field of view is listed as 6.6’ at 100 yards; 
optimum eye relief at 4 inches even. For this 
particular scope, | chose Leupold’s duplex 
reticle, but the company also offers a con- 
ventional 1/4 min. targetshooter’s dot. 

Optically, | personally thought the M1- 
16x was as good as, or better than, most of 
the internally adjusted scopes I’d ever 
looked through. On the other hand, Bruce 
Baer (who is used to looking through 
Unertis) didn’t think the M1-16x was all that 
great. To each his own. | will say this .... 
when the M1-16x was compared to a 
Leupold 6.5x20 set on 16x, the Mark 4 was 
certainly brighter. 

For field testing, the M1-16x was mount- 
ed on a 1000 yard benchrifle built and 
owned by Bruce Baer. This particular rifle is 
chambered for the .308 Baer magnum, and 
is consistently capable of .1”-.2’” ten shot 
groups at 100 yards. The scope was put 
through three actual 100 yard firing tests, all 
of which were designed to test the scope’s 
adjustment integrity and reliability.

The scope was then turned up 28 
clicks and another three shot group was 
fired. Next, the scope was clicked 28 clicks

left, and three more shots were fired. It was 
then clicked down 28 clicks and three shots 
fired. Finally, the scope was clicked right 14 
clicks and up 14 clicks and one shot was 
fired for a total of fourteen shots. As you can 
see in the picture (photo #1), the first two 
groups were almost perfectly positioned rel- 
ative to the amount of clicks used. The third 
and fourth groups, while still quite good, 
were somewhat less than perfect, with the 
last shot just cutting the first shot’s hole. 
Considering the human factor, not bad at 
all. 

Test number two (photo #2), could best 
be described as a fifteen shot, 176 click, 
45.9” elevation adjustment test. Using the 
one inch square at the bottom of the target 
as the point of aim, three shots were fired to 
verify point of impact. The first two shots hit 
dead center but slightly low, so a sight cor- 
rection was made for the third shot, which 
cut the hole closest to the center. Then the 
scope was Clicked 16 clicks up and one shot 
was fired. The scope was then clicked up 16 
additional clicks for a total of 32 clicks and 
fired once more. The scope was clicked and 
the rifle fired in 16 click intervals until a total 
of 176 clicks was reached. The scope was 
then clicked back down 176 uninterrupted 
clicks and one shot was fired. Again, as you 
will note in the pictures, the results were not 
perfect, but they weren’t too bad either. All 
of the slight discrepancies could easily be 
attributed to shooter error. Only the last 
shot, which is low and to the left of the aim- 
ing point, is truly suspicious.

Test number three (photo #3) was origi- 
nally planned as a ten shot, alternating 276 
click, 72” elevation test. But due to unfore- 
seen problems it turned out to be only a six 
shot test. As in the previous test, the one 
inch square at the bottom of the target was 
the constant aiming point for all shots fired. 
This test consisted of firing one shot into the 
aiming point and then clicking up 276 contin- 
uous Clicks and firing another shot, then 
clicking back down 276 uninterrupted clicks 
and firing another shot. | was going to click 
and shoot in this manner until | had two five 
shot groups positioned 6 feet apart on the 
target. Unfortunately, after | fired the sixth 
shot and was in the process of clicking the 
276 clicks necessary for the seventh shot, 
the scope broke! To be more precise, an 
o-ring from around the base of the elevation 
knob somehow came loose and wedged 


tight between the knob body and its outer 


shroud. This put an end to the M1-16x test- 

ing for that day, which is a darn shame be-

cause | had an underwater immersion test 
planned that | didn’t get to do. Looking 
closely at the pictures of the 6 foot elevation 
test you will note that up to the point where 
the scope failed, it had been performing 
splendidly. 

| called the Leupold factory the same day 
the scope broke and as expected, they ad- 
vised me to pack the scope up and ship it 
back to them. Four days later | received a 
call from Wendell Newmeyer who just hap- 
pens to be V.P. of Engineering at Leupold. 
Mr. Newmeyer informed me that they had 
received the scope and were in the process 


of repairing it, as we spoke. He also said 
that as soon as the scope was repaired, 
they would return it to me next day U.P.S. 
free of charge. Now, that’s what | call serv- 
ice! Believe it or not, the very next day Mr. 
Newmeyer again called and told me that my 
scope had been repaired and was onits way 
back to me. He then expressed the compa- 
ny’s deep concern over the scope’s failure 
and told me, and | quote, “This was the first 
and only failure of this type ever known by 
Leupold to have occurred on any of the Ultra 
or Mark 4 scopes.” He also told me that gen- 
erally the only time they see one of these

Spring is getting ready to spring around 
here, or more likely, hammer us with a few 
more blizzards as is the usual case in Wyo- 
ming. Still a few nice days are slipping in 
now and again so it is time to haul out the 
varmint rifles and get zeroed. One discovery 
already: my 220 Jaybird has a throat that is 
leaving fast, | no longer can get the bullets to 
touch the rifling when seated out as far as 
possible. 

Too late now to do much about it. Our an- 
nual rockchuck hunt in Idaho is just around 
the corner. The Jaybird will have to last a bit 
longer. What | will chamber it for next re- 
mains to be seen. Rich Kayser is experi- 
menting with the old wildcat 22/284 using 
slow powder and heavy 80 grain custom 
(JLK) bullets. If it works | may borrow his 
reamer. From what | hear Jimmy Knox of 
JLK Bullets has a goodly supply of J4 jack- 
ets on hand finally and hopefully can keep 
us supplied with bullets. 

My old 6MM is now history. It served me 
faithfully for several thousand rounds and it 
pained me to put it to rest. Sort of. The bar- 
rel is junked and the stock is out in the ga- 
rage somewhere. Her heart was still good 
so the action was worked over and sleeved 
by Dan Lilja using one of Davidson’s eight 
inch octagonal aluminum sleeves. While he 
was at it Dan added a fluted 28 inch barrel 
chambered in 257 Improved. A call to 
George Petersen at Western Gunstocks in 
Aptos, California produced one of his heavy 
bench thumbhole laminated stocks like the 
one seen in these pages before on The Old 
Fart’s 6MM/Imp. 

It occurred to us that others might be in- 
terested in such stocks assuming the price 
could be kept within reasonable limits. If this 
project flies it will be sometime in the future.

The barreled action and stock is now 
down at my local gunsmith getting fitted and 
bedded. He got a very pained look when | 
asked him if he could finish it quick, like yes- 
terday. Not likely was the reply so there is a 
good chance | may be shooting it in Idaho 
with the stock unfinished. If so | will take 
pains to keep my camera unfocussed. Inci- 
dentally the gunsmith is Bruce Russell of 
Russell Customs, P.O. Box 697, Glenrock, 
WY 82637. He showed me around his well 
equipped shop. | was impressed by the 
quality of the checkering he was executing 
on a very fancy Parker (original) shotgun. 
Bruce also builds custom varmint rifles as 
well as hunting rifles.

being a stockmaker. After a few phone calls 
we came up with a source of the laminated 
planks we would need and also located a 
couple of guys with duplicators who just 
might turn out the stocks assuming we 
could produce pattern stocks.

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BROUGHTON RIFLE BARREL TEST 


(Test date 1/28/91). | received a phone 
call from Harold Broughton about ten days 
ago. He told me that he was shipping a6MM 
barrel to me, for testing and evaluation. | 
knew that the editor and Kenny Jarrett had 
each been twisting Harold’s arm for the last 
few months to ship a barrel off to PS for 
evaluation, and | was pleased to hear that 
this was coming to be. The UPS deliv- 
eryman showed up with the barrel on a 
Thursday. | called my gunsmith, Michael 
Toth, of MDT Precision, and he agreed to 
chamber it for me on Saturday morning. 

| brought along my heavy varmint class 
rifle, which has a CPS action on anH &S 
Precision fibrethane stock; this was to be 
the rifle on which we would install the new 
barrel. As usual | spent the better part of the 
day with Mike, as the new barrel was being 
chambered. 

The barrel was a 6MM, 1 in 14 twist (right 
hand), and a full heavy varmint class taper. 
Mike chambered it in 6 PPC configuration, 
using a JGS reamer with a .263 neck diame- 
ter. We left the length at 23 inches. 

The following day, Sunday, was cold and 
windy. Usually | can’t wait to try out a new 
“toy”. However | was determined not to try 
out a new barrel under such adverse condi- 
tions. | was prepared to wait a week or two, 
if need be, until such time as the weather be- 
came less hostile, and shooting conditions 
improved. 

When | looked out my window on Monday 
morning it was lightly raining. | turned on the 
weather channel, and the temperature was 
38 degrees, and predicted to go up into the 
50’s. Quite unusual for a January day, in the 
middle of winter. Certainly too good to pass 
up. 

Now it was time to go for it. | figured that | 
would take my time and prepare my seating 
depths at home instead of at the range 
where it would most likely be chilly. Mike 
had made me a seating depth gauge from 
the barrel stub cut off during chambering. 

| have two seater heads for my bullet 
seating die. | set one to be just into the 
lands; and the other about .025 deeper, to 


jump the bullet. | sized and primed the cases- 


at home, and loaded 15 rounds at the longer 
seating depth. | used 27.6 grains of Gl type 
powder, lot #42588, and Euber 68 grain flat 
base bullets lot #21. The Federal 205M

primers were lot #3A9571. This has proven 
to be quite a good load in most of my other 
barrels. 

| arrived at the range at 11:00 AM. The 
Central Jersey Club range is about 40 miles 
from my home. By now the sun was shining 
brightly, and that was not what | wanted to 
see. At mid-day on this range the low winter 
sun is shinning directly into the shooter's 
eyes. 

| began my shooting from inside our en- 
closed port, which is a bit like a greenhouse 
when the sun shines through the clear plas- 
tic vinyl. As it turned out | didn’t stay there 
very long, because as | have noted in times 
past the shooter ends up getting more mi- 


rage from inside when the sun is shining, to 
the point where it is difficult to tell where 
your crosshairs are aimed ... the target 
gets that blurry. Once it started to warm up, 
| moved outside, into the open. It had 
warmed to the point that | was in shirt 
sleeves, and still comfortable. (Editor: We 
are confident that our columnist was wear- 
ing trousers of some sort or other, although 
no mention is made of the same). 

| started out with the longer seating depth 
(into the lands), and shot three groups (tar- 
gets #1, 2, and 3) that respectively mea- 
sured .272, .235, and .347. Then | seated 
the bullets deeper, to 2.165 O.A.L., and

noted that, while loading, the wind died 
down to almost nothing. The last five 
groups, with deeper seating, (targets #4 
through 8), measures .176, .165, .209, 
.187, and .192, for a five group aggregate of 
.1858. All eight of the groups, taken togeth- 
er, gave an aggregate of .2230. 

Every group in this set of eight targets 
was shot with a different row of cases; none 
were reloaded and re-shot. The .220 Rus- 
sian cases were full length resized in my Bo- 
nanza die, with the shoulders pushed back 
about .002. These cases had previously 
been fired in other barrels that Michael Toth 
had chambered for me. | have found no diffi- 
culty at allin using cases that had been fired 
in other barrels that had been chambered 
with the same reamer. | carefully clean the 
inside of the case necks with a brass bore 
brush, and also a nylon case neck brush 
dipped in graphite. After full length sizing itis 
my practice to open up the case necks with 
a separate expander button (.243 size) be- 
cause, after sizing, the case neck tension is 
now a bit tighter than | like to see. 

From my observations the 68 grain Euber 
bullets that | recently been receiving from 
Allie are slightly oversize when compared to

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his earlier lots. One should adjust for this, 
and then one gets a smooth feel on the seat- 
er die operation that is uniform from case to 
case. 

One thing that | did a bit different in this 
test was to shoot two groups ata time, with- 
out cleaning between. After the second 
group of course cleaned the gun thorough- 
ly. | noticed no signs of fouling throughout, 
and the last five groups printed in almost the 
same spot on the target. 

| have noticed many barrels being cham- 
bered, and | make it a practice not to talk to 
the gunsmith when he is in a critical phase of 
the chambering, where it takes deep con- 
centration on his part. (Editor: An old wives 
tale. | personally have always felt free to 
slap the fellow on the back while telling the 
punch-line of a joke, give him an exploding 
cigar, and criticize his work methods 
throughout. There is entirely too much time 
being wasted on chambering jobs in this 
country. | myself refuse to pay a flat rate for

shoulder, and full length size. 


chambering. First thing | do, | get the gun- 
smith to agree on an hourly rate . . . usually 
in the $10.00 and hour area ... lower in 
Yonkers, New York because the Northeast 
is in a recession, and prices have to be ad- 
justed accordingly. The Brennan Flat Rate 
Manual for Gunsmiths shows one hour for 
chambering a match grade barrel .. . less 
for a chrome-moly barrel, of course. Let me 
tell you ... when a gunsmith chambers a 
barrel for me, there is no lolly gagging 
around ... that boy is MOVIN’!) 

Michael offered an explanation of part of 
his chambering process that impressed me 
alot. Using the super precision live center he 
turned the breech end concentric to the 
bore for a distance of 4% inches untapered. 
He then reversed the barrel and adjusted 
the 6 jaw buck chuck. The indicator showed 
zero runout. As new, the barrel was approx- 
imately 2672” in length. We agreed upon an 
unfinished length of 23” for the barrel. He 
used a super precision live center, and 
turned the muzzle concentric to the bore for 
a distance of 3” untapered. This part would 
be cut off later anyway. This allows the bore 
to be perfectly centered at either end of the 
barrel. The indicator now shows zero 
runout between bore and outside diameter 
at both ends of the barrel. That made a lot of 
sense to me. 

Now Michael reversed the barrel in the 
lathe, with the muzzle end in the chuck, and 
with the chamber end in a steady rest. He 
showed me that in this position both ends in- 
dicated to zero. That impressed me a lot. 

All that was left to do with this barrel, after 
chambering and cutting the 11 degree 
crown, was a light polishing of the O.D. with 
sandpaper and Scotch Bright. There were 
no deep tool marks from cutting the taper. 
Michael did a fine job with a barrel that is ob- 
viously a tack driver. Broughton Rifle bar- 
rels are PS advertisers and you will find their 
ad in this issue. (To be continued).

THE 6.5mm 
AND 
THE M96 MAUSER 


by 


Bob Jourdan 


The history of the 6.5mm cartridge is 
strictly European dating back to about 1891 
when the Italian military accepted the 
6.5x52 Carcano as its official cartridge. 
Within a decade several other European 
countries had adopted various 6.5mm mili- 
tary cartridges, and as still occurs when the 
military takes on a certain caliber the com- 
mercial sporting arms companies are quick 
to follow. Many of the military 6.5s were un- 
doubtedly used for hunting but it was the 
6.5mmx57 Mauser that became the first 
pure sporting centerfire 6.5mm cartridge of- 
fered to the public, about 1893. It was never 
adopted by any country for military use. 

One of the early attributes of the 6.5mm 
was its accuracy. In Europe around the turn 
of the century one of the favorite pastimes 
was target shooting, formal and informal, 
and the leading accuracy cartridges were 
the 6.5s. The inherent accuracy of the 
6.5x55 Swedish cartridge is well known 
among target shooters worldwide. Europe- 
an Olympic shooters won with it many times 
over the years, much to the chagrin of Amer- 
ican shooters. 

Even with the positive results being ob- 
tained in the shooting sports in Europe with 
the 6.5mm, the American arms companies 
never showed much interest in it. American 
individuals, however, are noted as being cu- 
rious experimenters and among them were 
the riflemen who took notice of the 6.5 car- 
tridges and their accuracy. One of those ex- 
perimenters was Charles Newton. By 1913 
he had designed the first commercial Ameri- 
can 6.5mm cartridge, the .256 Newton. He 
formed a gun company and produced sev- 
eral thousand .256 Newtons before going 
broke. The old Western Cartridge Company 
loaded the ammunition until about 1938. 

It might be well to properly describe the 
6.5mm. The bore is .256” and the grooves 
are .264” in the American measuring sys- 
tem. Thus, various cartridges may be desig- 
nated by the American bore diameter or 
groove diameter, or by the European bore 
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diameter in millimeters, 6.5. Of course every 
company or cartridge designer seems to re- 
serve the right to vary away from exactness 
for their own particular cartridge names, so 
we have some that don’t go along with true 
numbers. Wildcat 6.5s carry numerical 
names from .256 up to .267. The Newton 
cartridge name is derived from proper num- 
bers. 

As the Newtons died away wildcatters 
picked up on the 6.5mm and produced doz- 
ens, if not hundreds, of excellent cartridges. 
Again the factories never blinked. After 
World War II large numbers of European 
6.5mm rifles were imported and sold in the 
U.S. for as little as $10 each, a bargain re- 
gardless of caliber. Custom gun shops did 
big business rechambering the thousands 
of Japanese 6.5s to accept the .257 Rob- 
erts case necked up to 6.5mm. Italian 
6.5mm Carcano rifles were dumped on the 
public, as were the Mauser M93s, 94s, 95s 
and the excellent M96s from Sweden. This 
caused the new bullet companies like 
Speer, Sierra and Hornady to jump in and 
offer several weights of 6.5mm bullets. 
Today only the 7mm bullet is offered in more 
weights than those of 6.5mm, and even the 
all-American .30 caliber offers no greater 
variety than offered in the 6.5mm. The .25 
lags behind in number of offerings, with the 
.270 almost out of sight. 

Forty-five years scurried by after the ad- 
vent of the .256 Newton before the next 
commercial American 6.5mm came along. 
With lots of fanfare Winchester announced 
their sexy looking .264 Winchester Mag- 
num in 1958. It hit the market in 1959 witha 
100 gr. bullet advertised at 3700 fps, anda 
140 gr. at 3200 fps. It exceeded the ballis- 
tics of the .270 Winchester, the reigning dar- 
ling of the big game hunters of the time, and 
the high velocity shooters jumped on it like a 
cat on a june bug .... and jumped off it like a 
cat on a hot tin roof! Factory velocities were 
so far below the advertisements that all 
owners felt totally jilted. Handloaders blew 


out primers and stuck cases trying to reach 
the high factory specs, to no avail. And sales 
crashed. 

To the amazement of those who had tried 
the .264 Winchester Magnum, Remington 
brought forth the third American commer- 
cial 6.5mm in 1966, the ill-fated 6.5mm 
Remington Magnum. It was first offered in 
the short, light Remington Model 600, and 
after an unsuspecting, gentle hearted deer 
hunter touched off his first shot and was 
blasted back by recoil and half deafened by 
noise, none of his buddies wanted anything 
to do with the belted 6.5. Chalk up failure 
number three for the American 6.5mm. 

It seems almost a crime that the last two 
American 6.5s had to come along during the 
overblown belted magnum craze. Had they 
been brought out for what their European 
history had shown them to be, mild and ac- 
curate target rounds and mild and deadly 
big game rounds, who knows what might 
have been... 

In light of the commercial fiascos with the 
6.5s itis a wonder that so many wildcat 6.5s 
continue marching along. The 6.5mm bul- 
lets sell rather well and the RCBS 6.5x55 
loading dies stay in the top 25 sellers, ahead 
of such popular calibers as the 6mm Rem- 
ington, 7mm-08 Remington and the highly 
rated 7mmx57 Mauser. RCBS offers 29 dif- 
ferent 6.5mm die sets in wildcat form, while 
the next diameters up and down from the 
6.5mm, the .270 and the .25, show fewer, 
26 and 11, respectively. Do the wildcatters 
know something about the 6.5mm that the 
factories don’t know? 

| used a .264 Winchester Magnum for 
several years before giving up on it and 
moving to the 6.5x55 in a surplus Mauser 
M96 Swedish rifle. In its long military style 
and with open sights the rifle showed better 
target grouping than most commercial 
sporters. Therefore, | embarked on a total 
remodeling from military to sporter, retain- 
ing the original military barrel though 
recontoured and cut to 24”. | turned down 
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the bolt handle, drilled and tapped the action 
for a scope mount, installed a low profile 
safety, converted the action to cock on 
opening, converted the military trigger to 
adjustable pull, tapered, cut and crowned 
the barrel, fashioned a beautiful stock from 
a blank piece of fancy walnut, had all the 
metal work blued, installed a Leupold 2x7 
scope, and ended up with a very nice Mau-

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THE 6.5 mm AND THE M96 MAUSER 
Continued 


There has always been a lot of discussion 
about the strength of the M96 Mauser. Itis a 
small ring Mauser with additional gas es- 
cape ports as compared with the earlier 
M93, M94 and M95. The bolt has a guide rib 
that lies under the long extractor when the 
bolt is closed. In functioning this makes the 
M96 bolt very smooth and reduces bolt 
wobble considerably in the full open posi- 
tion. The bolt has dual front locking lugs and 
does not have the so-called third safety lug 
as does the later M98 Mauser. | do not 
know of anyone testing the M96 to destruc- 
tion, so | cannot comment on any maximum 
pressures to reach the danger, or destruc- 
tion, point. In P.O. Ackley’s handbooks he 
comments on this to some extent and be- 
lieves that pressure limits as frequently 
noted were set rather arbitrarily and based 
on whatever pressure was required to give 
a certain velocity with the original cartridge 
loadings. To back this up he cites several 
tests of actions advertised as having rela- 
tively low pressure limits but proven through 
his destruction tests to be otherwise. 

Ackley’s books show several high speed 
wildcats designed around the 6.5x55 case 
and tested in the M96 Mauser. He mentions 
that one experimenter had tested the M96 
enough to go ahead and convert one to han- 
dle the .264 Winchester Magnum with no 
problems. Be that as it may, any experi- 
menter should know to use judgement 
when working with the unknown. At this 
point, however, the facts seem to indicate 
that the Model 96 Mauser in the typical 
good condition of those being brought in 
from Sweden will handle pressures of the 
.308 Winchester, or somewhere in the 
50,000 pounds per square inch (psi) range. 
This is evident since many M96s have been

NATO 7.62mm (.308 Winchester). This car- 
tridge has a design pressure of 50,000 psi 
by NATO standards, 52,000 copper units of 
pressure (cup) for commercial cartridges, 
and a maximum product average not to ex- 
ceed 55,200 cup. The pressures given by 
Norma for their 6.5x55 cartridges do not ex- 
ceed 49,300 cup. While these relatively high 
pressure cartridges are being used in the 
M96 Mauser, it is interesting that most rec- 
ognized publications state that the pressure 
limit for the M96 is 45,000 psi. We should 
note that copper units of pressure will typi- 
cally read lower than actual pounds per 
square inch when the same ammunition Is 
measured by both methods. The cup test 
shows 5% to 20% lower pressure. With this 
in mind it is readily evident that the 45,000 
psi rating of the M96 would be somewhere 
between 42,750 cup and 36,000 cup when 
measured in that manner. This is why 
Ackley had troubles with the often stated 
pressure limitations for various actions. In 
the end he determined that workmanship 
and steel quality were the true dominant 
factors in action strength. Also, as most car- 
tridge experimenters agree, the weak point 
of a properly set up rifle lies in the cartridge 
makeup, whereby the primer will begin to 
fail at about 65,000 psi and the brass case 
at about 75,000 psi, when new cases are 
used. 

While all this technical information may 
have you mired in the muck, lets assume 
you have a M96 with a properly fitted barrel 
and bolt and you have just blown a primer in 
a good new case. This indicates that your 
load has exceeded the lowest possible ac- 
tion strength point of 36,000 cup, roared by 
the top action limit of 42,750 cup, billowed 
beyond the various writers repeated limits 
of 45,000 psi, didn’t stump a toe with NATO 
at 50,000 psi, passed the product maximum 
55,200 cup and kept right on along to punch 
the primer failure pressure at 65,000 psi! | 
would bet that your chronograph showed 
pretty respectable velocity.... and | would 
wonder just how many more of those loads 
you would like to shoot... It would set me to 
wondering how “weak” the M96 really is. 

From day one, my sporterized M96 rifle 
has been a 1” shooter with many targets 
showing 1/2” groups. My first impression of 
the 6.5x55 came from shooting the Norma

factory ammunition. In the long 29” military 
barrel the 139 gr. bullet registered 2636 fps. 
By reducing the barrel to 24” and 
handloading 140 gr. Hornady bullets with 
slow burning powders that velocity is re- 
tained. The recoil and muzzle blast of the 
6.5x55 is considerably below that of the .25- 
06 or the .270 Winchester. And its reputa- 
tion as a big game cartridge is known world- 
wide. During my testing of the rifle and 
cartridge | made the mistake of letting my 
wife, Maryline, shoot it. Her comments on 
the nice handling of the M96 Mauser action 
as compared to her Remington M700 Clas- 
sic .243 should have tipped me off that | was 
about to lose charge of the neat 6.5mm for 
our fall hunt in Colorado. And so it came to 
be. 
During that hunt we had passed up a 
number of small bucks, and since time was 
running out Maryline informed me that the 
slick 6.5x55 was going to be used on the 
next buck regardless of size. Early the next 
morning as we rounded a point a group of 
mule deer bounded up the opposite slope. 
We could make out at least two bucks in the 
early, grey light as they made their way 
across patches of snow in a cover of small 
cedars. Before | could evaluate them, the 
spiteful crack of the 6.5 split the cold, thin air 
and the second buck stumbled and went 
out of sight in a jumble of rocks and scrub 
brush. As the herd broke out in the open 
heading for the tall timber only one buck 
was left. 

Our inspection of the fine young 3x3 buck 
showed that the 120 gr. Sierra spitzer bullet 
had entered the mid-rib area, passed 
through both lungs and exited from the op- 
posite shoulder. The range had been just 
under 200 yards. The bullet penetration had 
exceeded what we were used to seeing 
from the 90 gr. Speer bullets that were the 
mainstay of our .243s. Thus, the 6.5x55 
had proved to perform as advertised. 

My loading chart indicates what can be 
expected from the 6.5x55 with several pow- 
ders and bullets, all tested in the M96 Swed- 
ish Mauser. They are not necessarily maxi- 
mum loads, but should be approached from 
10% below to start with as with any loading 
data. 

The 6.5mm has a lot to recommend it. In 
various case configurations the 85 gr. Sier- 
ra bullet can be made to scream out at 3700 
fps or more, and the 100 gr. with its better 
ballistic coefficient at speeds to 3500 fps. 
The 120 gr. Sierra is offered in match grade, 
and is an excellent weight for use on big 
game at velocities of 2900 to 3300 fps, de- 
pending again on the case size. If elk hap- 
pen to be on the agenda several good 140 
gr. bullets are available. Heavier bullets can 
be had, but are not really needed. 

Now in my 6.5x06 Ackley Improved .... 
But that’s another story for another time!

As one who has been sitting on the side- 
lines, |have been reading with interest these 
last few months various comments and 
ideas espoused by Bud Salyer in his at- 
tempts to build the “Ultimate Wundergun” 
for the long range 1000 yard matches at 
Camp Perry. Any comments made further 
down the road in this “Masterpiece” are in 
no way intended to “dress down” Mr. Salyer 
but are a sincere effort to assist him and 
other interested parties in what it takes to 
become a winner at Camp Perry. 

First, right off the bat, there “ain’t” no 
such animule as a WunderGun! There are 
some excellent cartridge and rifle combina- 
tions that have been proven in the Wimble- 
don and Leech Cup Matches and | have my 
own idea as to why these combinations 
have been proven successful at long range. 

Since this masterpiece will be appearing 
in a publication that is primarily oriented to 
the world of benchrest competition, for 
those of you that aren’t familiar possibly to 
the National Match Course type of competi- 
tion and the 1000 yard events fired at Camp 
Perry, let me say right here that these two 
games are totally different. It would take too 
much time to explain the entire game so suf- 
fice it to say that High Power shooters shoot 
the rifle in the standing, sitting, and prone 
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positions with no support other than a 
shooting jacket, glove, and sling. Rifle accu- 
racy is important but where the benchrest 
shooters want one hole accuracy, that isn’t 
necessary in highpower. A good shooter in 
highpower could take a rifle with 2MOA ca- 
pability and possibly clean the course be- 
cause the ten ring at 200 and 300 yards 
measures 7 inches in diameter. The ten ring 
at 600 yards measures 12 inches in diame- 
ter. So one can readily see that a “one holer” 
isn’t réally required to shoot a respectable 
score. Let’s set one thing straight right here 
though. A serious highpower shooter wants 
the best accuracy that is within reason and | 
would venture to state that 98% of the rifles 
on the line today will outshoot 100% of all 
competitors! The only other thing that 
needs to be mentioned here is that with the 
exception of one match, the Wimbledon 
Cup, all shooting is done with iron sights, re- 
ceiver mounted aperture sights. 

Without a doubt the 7MM is a good long 
range bullet and if my memory serves me 
correctly a Navy shooter by the name of 
Treinen won the Wimbledon in the early 
1970's with the 7MM Remington Magnum. 
Seems like he broke a current record at that 
time by shooting a possible with something 
like 35 to 38 V’. In the hands of a well trained 
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shooter, such as the military teams pro- 
duce; an individual that has had a lot of high 
intensity training can handle the magnum 
calibers well. | do not believe that the mag- 
num calibers are for all shooters and for that 
matter | don’t believe that they are the best 
cartridges for accurate long range shooting! 
More on this later. 

When considering building a competition 
rifle there are several key factors that must 
be considered. Since we all know what 
these basic things are to wit: type of action, 
barrel length, cartridge availability and the 
reloading factor, etc. let me touch on what | 
consider the key factor that is sometimes 
overlooked and this would be whether or 
not the cartridge had proven to be a proven 
consistent winner! Therein lies the problem 
that | have with the 7MM as a prudent 
choice for a 1000 yard cartridge - it hasn't 
been proven to be a reliable consistent win- 
ner. A good chambering job doesn’t come 
cheap these days and for my money | would 
want to choose a round that had been prov- 
en to be a winner. 

| never cease to be amazed at the folks 
who want to re-invent the wheell I’d rather 
operate on the theory that if it ain't broke, 
don’t fix it. As far as I’m concerned when 
God said “An let there be light” in the same 
breath He said, “And let the light shine upon 
the .30 caliber bullet as the most consistent 
and dependable projectile for long range 
target shooting”. God hasn’t been proven 
wrong to date! | dare to say that if we could 
take the rifles of winners such as Gary An- 
derson, Middleton Tompkins, Carl 
Bernosky, David Tubb, Pat McCann, Car- 
los Hathcock, Charlie Davis, David Boyd 
and countless other champions and we let 
every competitor at Perry shoot these rifles 
across any course of fire that their averages 
would not be one whit better than with their 
own rifles. Why? Because all of these com- 
petitors would not have had the benefit of 
“high intensity training” as the above listed 
winners had. In other words there are many 
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shooters today that believe that if they in- 
vest their money in top equipment that this 
will assure them of becoming winners. 
Sorry fellas but it just doesn’t work that 
way. The above mentioned champions 
“paid their dues” through hard work, sacri- 
fice, subjecting themselves to intense train- 
ing procedures and self discipline, and all of 
these combined with their “winning atti- 
tudes” and belief in self put them eventually 
into the elite circle of winners. 

All of the above mentioned champions, 
with the exception of David Tubb, who won 
the match rifle championship at Perry a cou- 
ple of years shooting the 7MM/08, did so 
shooting .30 caliber bullets using the 308 
Winchester case. I’d venture to say that 
these guys had such a “belief in self” that on 
any given day if they had been assembled 
on the firing line and made to swap weapons 
that they would have admitted that they be- 
lieved that they were going to whip every- 
body else! THIS IS WHAT WINS CHAMPI- 
ONSHIPS! 

Belted magnum cartridges are an Alba- 
tross around the neck of American target 
shooters! The brass is downright lousy in 
case wall concentricity and | challenge any- 
one to purchase a 100 cases and out of this 
number find a mere 10% that will be within 
tolerance as far as belt dimensions are con- 
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cerned. Why one of this country’s arms pro- 
ducers hasn’t come out with a non-belted 
cartridge similar to the 30/338 is beyond 
me! I’m sure there are those of you reading 
this are now ready to give me a “full blown 
ream job” but there is some logic to my 
thinking. Let me refer you to a manual put 
out by the NRA entitled High Power Match 
Rifle Shooting, Vol. Il, pg. 76. Mr. Creighton 
Audette advises in this article that for the 
target shooter who reloads and is attempt- 
ing to obtain maximum accuracy, the belted 
magnum case has serious shortcomings! 
Mr. Audette further states that in addition to 
the tendency for the headspace variation in 
belted cases to give less uniform ignition, 
the differences in effective headspace re- 
sults in differences in impact on the bolt face 
as the case stretches lessening accuracy. In 
addition to these problems the design of the 
belted case is more conducive to pressure 
problems making extraction difficult. For 
those of you with a desire to learn more 
about the highpower game | strongly advise 
you to write to the NRA and order the above 
manual. As far as I’m concerned its more 
than worth the price just to be able to read 
what Creighton Audette had to say. This 
man is a wealth of information and probably 
knows or has forgotten more about rifle ac- 
curacy that most of us will ever learn. 


In arecent conversation with Mr. Audette 
concerning long range accuracy require- 
ments he advised me that during the 1970’s 
Mr. Theodore Fasy from California, who 
had won both the Wimbledon and Leech 
matches (100-18V both matches) had done 
some rather extensive accuracy testing 
through machine rest from 1000 yards 
using 30 caliber bullets. Mr. Fasy’s conclu- 
sions (to his own satisfaction) were that 
most shooters were attempting to always 
load to maximum pressures and velocities 
thereby totally emasculating the quest for 
the initial goal which was accuracy. In this 
case faster isn’t better! | talked with Mr. 
Fasy and he was more that glad to answer 
my questions. He advised that he is 62 
years old and is no longer competing. | was 
curious in reference to how much serious 
testing that he had done and he replied, 
“Fifty barrels in one season”! | am inclined to 
believe that he was totally serious about his 
endeavors to find out what works best at 
long range. Mr. Fasy informed me that he 
won both of the above mentioned matches 
shooting the 30/338 with 200 grain Sierra 
Match Kings. Specific loads were not dis- 
cussed because he could not recall what he 
had used. In further discussion Mr. Fasy ad- 
vised that he was going to go back to the 06

with the same bullet as above because his 
testing had proved to him that with this par- 
ticular cartridge that groups did not tend to 
open up and remained constant even after 
firing many shots through whatever barrel 
he may have been testing. | inquired of him 
what his thoughts were as to this observa- 
tion and he seemed to think that the pres- 
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sures were more stable including ignition of 
the powder involved. 

Mr. Fasy stated that it was not unusual 
for him to shoot ten X’s on the first string 
and that on the last string of ten that it was a 
real hassle to hold the ten ring. He advised 
that he thought that this was caused by 
being loaded at the top end of the pressure 
scale causing topside barrel temps and foul- 
ing toward the end of the string. The rules of 
high power preclude a chance to clean the 
bore so his theory is very provable. He also 
advised that his testing had proved that 
fouling was not nearly as bad when the 
loads were kept off the high side. Bullet 
seating depth was also critical to his testing. 

In the most recent issue of Precision 
Shooting Mr. Salyer was having trouble 
with extraction with his Wundergun. | would 
bet a Ben Franklin that if he had not been 
loaded up to the topside of the pressure 
range that he would not have had that prob- 
lem. A load that works well at 70 degrees is 
not going to possibly work well at all with 25 
more degrees of temp added to it. As far as | 
am concerned it’s a gross error to be loaded 
to the max side just because of this possibil- 
ity. | can recall one particular time a couple 
of years back at a match at Panola Gun Club 
in east Texas when | forgot about the heat 
problem. | had some 600 yard ammo loaded 
for my 06 bolt rifle with 200 grain Sierras 
ahead of 53.3 grains of IMR 4350 and the 
thermometer was hitting 104 degrees at 
1:30 PM. | had extraction problems right 
from the first round and during the string 
tworounds that came up totally off call. | sal- 
vaged a 195 with two eights! This load shot 
fine in the early spring but | found out that | 
had to back off that load to 51 grains. 
Shoots damn good, too! 

Personally | believe that the majority of 
long range shooters would produce better 
scores if they chose non-magnum calibers 
for many of the reasons pointed out above. 
Magnum calibers are difficult to reload and 
the problem with the belted brass is always 
a factor to consider. The question that I’ve 
always asked myself is why bother to shoot 
a bullet 200-300 fps faster if you’re going to 
“jerk off” in the 8 ring? 
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Let me give you some food for thought. 
The Palma Matchis shot from 800, 900, and 
1000 yards. Fifteen shots for record each 
yard line for a possible total score of 450 
points. Carl Bernosky holds the record at 
Perry for this event with a 450; don’t recall 
the X count but it was pretty good. He used 
what many may consider a pipsqueak car- 
tridge, the 308 Winchester. TUFF! 

| had the opportunity to shoot with a fine 
little lady last October out in Coalinga, Cali- 
fornia. Noma Jean Zinmaster had a 448 
working in the Palma and on her 18th round 
from the 1000 Noma had a momentary 
mental lapse and shot an X on the target 
next door. Bang! Ten points lost with one 
shot. She still won the match with a 438 by 
out Xing Michael Dunia. Hi Michael! Noma 
was also shooting that pipsqueak cartridge 
- 308 Winchester! Fellas, if you don’t believe 
this little lady won’t clean your clock just 
step up on the firing line with her! Would just 
like to mention the fact that when | drove up 
out there | felt as if | were stepping into the 
mouth of the lion. Those folks put me com- 
pletely at ease with their friendly attitudes 
and | never met a finer group of shooters! 
Thanks guys! 

What does all this prove to me? Just ex- 
actly what I’ve known for many years — it’s 
not how loud the muzzle blast is or how fast 
that round goes down range that counts. 
The important thing is the individual behind 
the rifle and how well they have learned to 
pay attention to detail! 

Well Bud, maybe I’ve helped you a little 
toward your goal. I’m sure | could learn 
something from you, too. Winning at Perry 
takes hard work and devotion because 
you're up against the best marksmen in the 
world. Perry is no place to carry your feel- 
ings on your sleeve because you may think 
that you’ve won a match with a hot score 
only to find out that some 17 year old female 
beat you on X count! Not but two things you 
can do - work harder and HANG TUFF!

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Dear Dave: 

In the January 1991 issue you printed a 
letter that | had written concerning some 
problems that | had with a 24X Leupold 
scope. | had written that letter after Ron 
Nosack had described some similar prob- 
lems in the November 1990 issue of PS. 

To recap the earlier letter a little, my 24X 
scope was not giving me the same amount 
of movement per ‘click’ throughoutits range 
of adjustment. It also was not moving the 
true MOA amount of .262” per click at 100 
yards. This particular scope moved an even 
.250” per click. The amount of movement 
per click was not much of a problem as long 
as it was close to true MOA. The bigger 
problem though, was the inconsistency of 
the movement. Neither of these problems 
are of much importance in ordinary bench 
rest-type shooting or most other target 
matches. This scope was on a long range 
rifle however, and as | mentioned in the earli- 
er letter it could make a big difference in 
down-range shots with that type of rifle. 

Since writing that letter, | contacted Mr. 
Merwyn Webb at Leupold and asked if there

was anything that could be done to correct 
the problem. Mr. Webb suggested that re- 
placing the target adjustment with their lat- 
est version would improve things. | sent the 
scope back to Leupold and they replaced 
the knobs at a reasonable cost. This alone 
however did not completely cure the prob- 
lem. They then completely rebuilt the entire 
scope replacing the tube and some other 
parts. 

As it is now, this 24X scope functions as | 
want it to. The clicks are very repeatable 
throughout the entire range of adjustment, 
almost 60 minutes, and the click value does 
not change at all. The amount of adjustment 
is not quite true MOA, but it is close. Know- 
ing what it is, | can work around this minor 
problem. My big gain was in getting a scope 
that has the same amount of click value 
throughout its complete range. 

| milled the scope bases on this rifle on an 
angle, tipping the front of the scope down. 
This allows me to gain some ‘up’ adjust- 
ment in the scope that | normally would not 
have. Also by milling the bases and not 
shimming the rear one up, the Kelbly rings 
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do not have to be lapped. They sit in the 
same plane on the rifle. 

| found the people at Leupold to be very 
helpful and concerned about my problem 
when it was explained to them. They went 
out of their way to take care of my problem 
and did it promptly, too. Also, | might point 
out that this particular scope was of the first 
generation of Leupold target scopes. 
Leupold has redesigned their adjustment 
system several times since mine was manu- 
factured. I’ve checked some later model 
scopes, including the newest ‘BR’ series of 
scopes, and their adjustments seem to be 
more reliable than the older models. | did 
find, however, that the amount of adjust- 
ment per click varied. As | pointed out in the 
earlier letter, true MOA is .262” per click at 
100 yards, not .250” or .240” or some other 
value. 

There seems to be quite a bit of interest in 
long range shooting and hunting. | hope this 
might be helpful to some of your readers.

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BEGINNING BENCHREST 


Precision Shooting has provided me with 
an excellent source of technical information 
that has added to my limited knowledge of 
benchrest rifles. | have often wondered if 
other shooters have ever had the ups and 
downs that | have experienced. It was 
sometime in 1988 that | found an article writ- 
ten by Warren Page stuck away in an old 
Speer Manual. It was titled “Rx for a 
Tackdriver” and was about the 40X 
Remington’s half inch groups. Back in the 
mid-fifties our gun club held benchrest 
matches and | won the first floating plaque 
using a Model 43 Winchester in .218BEE 
that | had tuned to shoot ¥8” groups. To us, 
sporters were ordinary rifles. | eventually 
bought a 40X but gave it up for competitive 
pistol. 

In 1985 | had a 4-way bypass and this 
along with finding it harder to get into shape 
for pistol competition started me thinking 
about benchrest. | bought a model 700 
Varminter .222 Remington in 1989. One day 
while shooting the .222 at our public range, | 
noticed an older gentleman loading at the 
bench for a Shilen PPC. This shooter, Dr. 
John Wynn, allowed me to look through the 
36X scope and to feel the 2 oz. trigger. What 
| saw was a generous amount of very small 
groups that turned out to be 1’s and 2’s. 
Then one day Doc invited me to shoot his 
PPC and that cost me a bundle. | continued 
shooting the varminter but couldn’t forget 
Doc’s targets. He recently turned 79 and 
still shoots exceptionally well. 

After shopping around | asked Seely 
Masker to build me alight varmint .22 PPC. | 
talked with several top craftsmen and Seely 
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offered the best delivery. Like most folks, | 
didn’t want to wait. Sure enough, Seely 
went into the hospital in December and | 
waited anyway — but it was worth it. The 
rifle, Panda, Hart, Jewell, McMillan, arrived 
in April 1990. My introduction to the PPC 
was not without surprises. Included were 
some tiny groups, a fair amount of frustra- 
tion and the urge to compete. First there 
were new techniques and procedures to ex- 
plore. Being a compulsive experimenter, | 
am still exploring. 

| prepared 25 each of 220 Russian and 
Sako USA cases. The Russian cases 
seemed a little more accurate and most fir- 
ing of this barrel was with this brass. They 
never required full length sizing. The Sako 
USA cases were another matter. After 
about 20 firings the bolt became too hard to 
open and close and | had to full length size 
and set the shoulder back. The first firing 
after this produced mediocre groups, fol- 
lowed by acouple of respectable aggs, then 
they stopped shooting. | suspect this was 
due in part to the number of rounds through 
the barrel at this time. At any rate, | decided 
to make up 20 new USA cases. At 80¢ a 
case | wanted to be super careful. Boy did | 
blow it. While checking neck walls with the 
ball micrometer, | decided to compare 
shoulder length of a new case with that of a 
fire formed case. | wanted to stop the neck 
turning operation at a point where the fire 
formed shoulder would move forward onto 
the neck upon expansion. | had heard of the 
donut but wasn’t sure what it was. For 
those who have never committed this blun- 
der, my donut was a thickened ring inside 


the neck at the juncture of the shoulder. 
This is a real pain that showed up when the 
decapping rod began sticking in the neck. | 
went back to the Russian cases and contin- 
ued to use them for the .22 PPC. 

This barrel is 22” long and has never been 
prone to copper fouling. | used the editor's 
recommended break in method of: 

Fire one and clean 

Fire one and clean 

Fire two and clean 

Fire two and clean 

Fire three and clean, etc. 
until the 50 cases were fire formed. | cleaned 
with Shooters Choice patches and brush 
and used Sweets at frequent intervals dur- 
ing break in. Routine cleaning at 15 to 20 
round intervals gives no blue color on a 
Sweets patch unless | exceed 27 grains of 
H322 in the Russian cases or 26.2 grains in 
the USA cases. | have not found it neces- 
sary to pack powder into the case to get 
good groups with the 22 ppc. 

This has been a good rifle and | have 
learned a lot, although barrel life was disap- 
pointing. It didn’t dawn on me when accura- 
cy became erratic that the throat was wear- 
ing. | was using the handy seating gauge 
provided by Seely and the throat in that 
thing doesn’t wear! | blew it again. The bar- 
rel at this time had about 2000 rounds 
through it and | blamed the inconsistency on 
bench technique. | finally checked seating 
depth in the barrel and found that | was way 
off the lands. | also found the land marks to 
be more distinct on one side of the bullet that 
on the other. | suspect gas cutting is only

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partly responsible and cleaning rod wear is 
the other culprit. | was used to the .222 
Remington’s barrel life and didn’t stop to 
consider the extra 400 to 500 fps | was get- 
ting from the 22 PPC. 

| have chronographed this rifle a number 
of times with my Pro-Tac set a 10’. Using 
T32 and H322 the rifle averaged: 

27.0 T32 52 Berger Russian Cases 

F205M = 3601 fps 

26.2 T32 52 Berger USA Cases Rem 7¥2 

= 3587 fps 

27.2 H322 52 Berger Russian Cases 

F205M =3512 fps 

27.2 H322 52 Sierra B.T. Russian Cases 

Winchester = 3504 fps 
After the throat became worn, | found the 52 
grain Sierra B.T. to group about as well as 
the favored 52 Berger. | don’t know if this is 
due to boattail design or if it is just coinci- 
dence. | don’t see boattails listed in match 
reports, however. 

The best 100 yard aggregate | managed 
was a .1654 (.183, .081, .217, .166, .180) 
with Berger 52’s just off the lands, Russian 
cases, F205M, 27.0 T32. | reloaded the 
cases with the bullet into the lands and shot 
a .2702 with one round leaked out on the 
fifth target. (.156, .263, .296, .200, .436). 
Conditions were a 16-18 mph wind from 5 
o'clock (shooting north) and a hint of mirage 
at 88° F. At the completion of these 10 
groups, the barrel had a total of 1152 
rounds through it. The log book shows my 
performance to be inconsistent and usually 
worse with the onset of mirage. | don’t know 
what this barrel, which was apparently very 
good, may have done for a more accom- 
plished benchrester. 

| prefer my groups to form at 12 o’clock 
and usually quarter the 10 ring or hold 6 
o'clock with the horizontal wire tangent to 
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the 10 ring. When | zero this way | find it easi- 
er to judge hold off when a condition won’t 
return. Condition shooting was, andis, arel- 
atively new experience for me. With a %4” 
deer rifle, conditions are largely ignored out 
to the 200 yards common to most shots 
where | hunt. Once | began to pay attention 
to conditions and get the feel of the 22 PPC, 
aggs usually stayed in the 2’s unless winds 
became gusty or mirage heavied up, but 
when winds gust and switch or mirage is re- 
ally bad, my groups open noticeably. When 
shooting my favored 3 to 4 o'clock condition 
with the hits going into a good group, it is 
sometimes hard for me to guestimate hold 
off for a pick up or alet off. If | hold off and hit 
the group | may feel a bit smug. But the next 
time | hold off it may go out in the direction of 
my hold and turn a 2 into a 4. Then | wonder 
if golf wouldn’t be fun. 

For me, wind flags are hard to get used to. 
They are worrysome things that won't be 
still. | started out with a flag at 25 yards and 
another at 50 yards. Too often, the 25 yard 
flag blows one way while the 50 yard flag 
blows another with no tendency to get in 
sync. That’s too much for me, since | usually 
rely on the first flag, | now use just one at 25 
yards. Flags do make a point — | can’t ig- 
nore the wind and get good groups. | find 
also that | have to be careful in switching 
winds to follow through and not raise my 
head too soon to check the flag. After all, 
that shot is history and can’t be recalled. 

Mirage is the real killer. Sometimes it flips 
up and back like a tornado tail and other 
times the rings simply fade out to become 
barely visible. | seldom find gentle wavy line 
leaning one way or the other as in some illus- 
trations. | have tried shooting to the point 
mirage flips back to, holding the apparent 
center of the image and holding in the direc- 
tion it runs from. So far, nothing works really 
well and my mirage groups are usually 
worse than gusty wind groups. | have to ad- 
mire anyone who can master mirage. 

| am considering a 24X scope in place of 
the 36 B & LI now use. | know that most 
folks favor the higher magnifications to 
“read the mirage”. Looking back to the 
Remington 40X with a Lyman 15X, | don’t 
recall mirage being a problem. Older eyes 
may be part of the problem although Doc 
and Seely and others seem to do well. At 
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any rate mirage is hard for me to overcome. 
Another little happenstance that makes me 
scratch my head is point of impact change. 
Lighting may seem constant and everything 
feel right at let off and the first shot of anew 
group will sometimes print high and a little 
right. If this happened with an accurized 45 
ACP | would say | heeled the shot. When | 
got to the sighter | often find that point of im- 
pact has changed and some of my better 
groups have been fired when chasing the 
shot. Maybe | am doing something different 
when | set up for that series of shots. 

| gave up on free recoil after discussing 
unexplained fliers with Walt Berger. | try to 
keep the rifle firm, not tight, against my 
shoulder and rest the weight of my shooting 
hand on the pistol grip without squeezing 
the grip. | am sure others could improve on 
this. | have also tried varying the amount of 
sand in the bags and use just enough for the 
stock to mold well to the bags and allow the 
left hand to settle the crosshair. | started 
with tightly packed bags but | believe less is 
better than more for me. | may waste some 
time and ammo, but when the rifle is shoot- 
ing really well, | often change seating depth 
or components looking for something even 
better. 

| have used all brands of primers and have 
yet to convince myself that one is much bet- 
ter than another. | have also used several 
good bullets but have found the Berger 52 
best for me. 

As |said, |am acompulsive experimenter 
who will shoot a condition change in mid- 
group just to see where the shot will print. | 
believe poor conditions are a good teacher, 
if a bit frustrating at times. | do keep pretty 
good records and find it interesting to look 
back to the good days and the bad and try to 
figure out why. Doc says | am aggravatingly 
meticulous. | am also a fan of the .222 Rem- 
ington and often wonder how a tight neck 
.222 of today’s technology would compare 
with the .222’s of Warren Page’s day, or 
even with the PPC. | hope someday to work 
with a DGA/S and a 22” Number 5¥2 barrel, 
perhaps in a Hunter Class stock like the Hall 
or Brown Precision just to satisfy my curios- 
ity. 

Seely recently sent me a 6PPC barrel and 
| have shot several pretty good 100 yard ag- 
gregates in good conditions. | am anxious to 
try it at 200 yards and will be interested to 
see how the two barrels compare. When | 
started writing this, | didn’t realize just how 
much there was to consider or how much re- 
mains. This has become much longer than 
intended but perhaps it will be useful to 
someone.

(Learning to load and shoot the Schuetzen rifle) 


Part Il: 
Bullet Casting, 
Lubrication and Storage. 


The biggest problem in getting 
Schuetzen-style rifles to shoot accurately is 
casting good bullets. The definition of 
“good” is plus or minus .1gr on a 205g bul- 
let. It must also be wrinkle free, with a 
smooth sprue cut on the base. Any imper- 
fections on the base will result in fliers. At 
200 yards the Schuetzen target’s 25-ring is 
a .75 moa aiming point. One-half of the 
Coors Match is shot offhand, and a target 
that small is difficult to hit with perfect pro- 
jectiles. 

Casting good bullets is easy. You just 
have to find the optimum pouring tempera- 
ture for your particular alloy (1:25 tin/lead 
here), develop a smooth casting rhythm, 
and cull ruthlessly. That may sound simple, 
but itis an art | have been pursuing for years 
with mixed success. | find myself making 
frequent reference to “Dean said” in this se- 
ries. Itis because Dean Miller has chosen to 
share forty-plus years of shooting knowl- 
edge with PS via these articles. He says that 
he is still learning about Schuetzen shoot- 
ing. I’m just beginning to see what is in- 
volved. 

| am using an RCBS Pro-Melt 20 pound 
bottom-pour pot, converted to dip from the 
top. There is general agreement that the vi- 
olent rush of molten metal into the mold from 
a bottom-pour pot has a tendency to cause 
voids in the bullets. It is also harder to get a 
consistent weight bullet. The drawing down 
of the metal level as bullets are cast causes 
a gradual lessening of the pressure on the 
stream of alloy coming out of the pour 
spout. General practice is dropping the 


sprues (the blob of metal on top of the cut- 
off plate) back in the pot as you cast. That 
constant addition of solid metal to the pot 
causes a never ending fluctuation in temper- 
ature. Don’t doit! Put them in a box, and add 
them all at a break in running bullets. 

Keep an eye on the temperature, chang- 
es there cause changes in weight and tem- 
per. For accuracy on the .1gr level use a dip- 
per. It is also a widely-accepted theory that 
you keep the bullets in “as-cast” order to 
minimize the effects of minute changes in 
the alloy during the casting process. That 
makes sense, since the metal is undergoing 
constant oxidation and temperature chang- 
es. It shows up on the target in more homog- 
enous groups.

MAKE SURE YOUR CASTING AREA IS 
VENTILATED POSITIVELY. LEAD 
FUMES WILL KILL YOU VIA BRAIN DAM- 
AGE. 

Once a run of 200-300 good bullets has 
been made, there is still the problem of lubri- 
cation and storage. Tapered bullets cannot 
be run thru a sizer-luber. Pan lubing is the 
solution, and is easier than | thought. | had 
envisioned lining up rows of bullets in a pan 
and pouring melted lubricant around them. 
The problems arise when trying to keep 
them in order cast. You line a couple rows 
up, Start to relax and crash ... the domino ef- 
fect. The solution is surprisingly simple. 

You acquire a half-dozen of the card- 
board ammunition boxes with styrofoam 
tray in .357 Magnum size. Place 50 bullets 
of a .1gr increment nosedown in the styro- 
foam tray. Gently turn them upside down in 
a square tupperware container. If you lifted 
the tray out carefully, you have 50 lead sol- 
diers in neat rows. Gently pour the lube in 
until the last grease groove is covered. Let 
the lube gel, and put the container in the re- 
frigerator for an hour or so. Then you can 
take them out. 

Push the bullets down in the lube cake 
until the nose is flush with the surface using 
your thumb. You can then push them out 
from the bottom with a pencil (eraser end, 
please) and place them back in the styro- 
foam tray. Maintain the “as-cast” order. 
You now have a 50 round pack to put in the 
cardboard box and store in the refrigera- 
tor. 

Solidied lube is odorless and non-toxic, 
so you are safe. This lube is somewhat tem- 
perature sensitive, and most competitors 
keep the bullets in a cooler. They remove a 
bullet and breechseat it. If Schuetzen-style 
shooting ever replaces thoroughbred racing 
as America’s (or the editor’s) premier sport, 
the little coolers will make a great advertis- 
ing space. | can see it now... 

| have had anumber of inquiries about the 
rifle | am getting, and expect to have photos 
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next month. My rifle will come in at about 14 
pounds with sights. There are no weight lim- 
itations in the Coors Schuetzen matches, 
just how heavy a rifle you can hold offhand. 
Mine has a 27” octagon barrel, with a 14” 
twist. For iron sights it will carry a Redfield 
Palma rear sight, modified by Neal Rice 
(who also does Miller Arms triggers) to a 
1/2” click value. The front sight is also Red- 
field, the Olympic front. For the scope 
matches, | have a Leupold 6.5-20X with a 
1/8” dot. That size dot will allow holding off 
a bullethole during the scope sight bench 
matches. If time permits, | will have it boost- 
ed to 14.5-35X by Premier Reticle. 

The cartridge: there is a reamer print of 
the new cartridge case here somewhere. 
The case is called the .32 Miller Short, and 
reflects a growing shift to smaller, higher 
loading density cases. It was designed to be 
shot with a case full of SR4759 or Accurate 
Arms #9 powder and a Barnett 
breechseated bullet. We will see if the 100- 
percent loading density concept is a viable 
one with cast bullets at this time. The parent 
round for this little wildcat cartridge is the 
European 5.6X50R. It is a slightly elongat- 
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ed, (+.118”) rimmed version of the .222 
Remington Magnum. Dean had been shoot- 
ing this case reformed to a scale version of 
the .32-40 just over 1.5” long, but short- 
ened it to the shown dimensions this year in 
an attempt to reach 100-percent loading 
density. It can be formed from .357 Maxi- 
mum brass, but the RWS small flashhole 
(.023” smaller) is an advantage. Buying just 
the number of cases needed is another. It 
could (unfortunately) take 500 .357 Max 
cases to get 100 good ones. 

| am breaking with some extremely valu- 
able advice | got from a number of highly re- 
spected Benchrest shooters when | first be- 
came involved with accuracy shooting, 
notably David Brennan and Steve 
Kostanich. “Learn to play the game with the 
winner’s equipment. Then, when you are 
competitive, try your own ideas out.” Dean 
and | agree on the merit of the small case 
theory. Now to make it work. This is not the 
only deviation from conventional wisdom 
this year at Miller Arms. His son Cyle has 
joined him fulltime in the business and will be 
trying “fixed ammunition’, the term for pre- 
loaded rounds. You may recall, in my cover- 
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age of last year’s Coors matches, a report 
of Roger Johnston's efforts in that area. To 
me that is one of the refreshing aspects of 
the Schuetzen Rifle matches. There are at 
least 49 different approaches in a 50 com- 
petitor match equipment listing. Next month 
| hope to have some photographs of the rifle 
and accessories, a tour of the Miller Arms 
Company of St. Onge, South Dakota, and 
results of the preliminary load testing ses- 
sion. 

A word or two of explanation here, if | 
may. Much of the information | will be shar- 
ing on my trials and tribulations may seem 
rather basic to many of you. This series is 
for people who may know little or nothing 
about the Schuetzen game or cast bullets 
as well as those of you who have a handle 
on precision cast bullet production. 

For instance, | have gotten calls from peo- 
ple wanting to know where they could buy 
cast rifle bullets of this quality. Nowhere as 
far as | know. They would be as costly as 
the jacketed variety, or perhaps a bit more. 
See you all next month.

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NEWLY DESIGNED MARKLE TOOL FILLS TWO VOIDS 


A few suggestions and hints by yours 
truly to Ken Markle triggered his design en- 
thusiasm which now, several months and a 
few prototypes later, has evolved into an ex- 
cellent dual purpose tool for the accuracy 
oriented. 

The K&M Depth Controlled Taper Ream- 
er is so simple it works. As can be seen in 
Figure 1, four spring loaded fingers ride up 
and down in the flutes of the reamer as the 
stop fingers are adjusted for depth and cali- 
ber. The tool will taper ream on a 4 degree 
angle on all case mouths from .22 bore to 
.30 bore inclusive. It has two distinctly sepa- 
rate uses. 1. It slightly taper reams the 
mouth of the case for smooth, easy inser- 
tion of the bullet. 2. It can be adjusted for 
deeper taper reaming of the case necks so 
the bullet can be grasped at the heel thus al- 
lowing self alignment of the bullet with the 
bore. Here, in greater detail the two princi- 
ples are explained. 


TAPER REAMING FOR IMPROVED 
BULLET SEATING. 

For years | have refused to use any of the 
conventional deburring tools on the market. 
The taper is far too abrupt to prepare the 
case mouth for the bullet to enter smoothly. 
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This is a very critical point in the assembly of 
accurate cartridges. | once saw a big gun 
shooter pinch the nose of a hollow point bul- 
let completely flat with a pair of pliers. It 
went right into his excellent ten shot group. 
Next he took a pocket knife and put a 
scratch on the heel of a bullet so small it 
could hardly be seen. That bullet went out of 
the group by over 1/2’. Later | demonstrat- 
ed this on numerous occasions to other new 
shooters. One cannot emphasize enough 
the need for complete protection of the bul- 
let heel and base. 

Competitive BENCHRESTERS who 
neck turn cases for their tight tolerance 
chambers still need to use some means to 
slightly inside chamfer the case mouth for 
the smooth, careful introduction of the bul- 
let. Since they often use custom bullets that 
have a flared base (high heels often .0003” 
to .0005”) this is even more important. With 
the K&M Depth Controlled Taper Reamer 
tool the job is simple. Just adjust the stop 
fingers for the exact amount of taper ream- 
ing (chamfering) and the job is controllable 
and easy. A master case can be saved as a 
gage for future resetting. 


TAPER REAMING OF CASE MOUTHS 
FOR BULLET SELF ALIGNMENT

proach among benchrest competitors to 
somehow self align the bullet with the bore. 
One such approach was to taper ream the 
inside of the case neck sufficiently to allow

heel as shown in Figure 2 . This approach 
became very popular and it was on this 
premise that the original Lee Target Loader 
was developed. In its day this was a work- 
able and economic solution to help the bullet 
align itself with the barrel. 

With the bullet held only at the heel the 
bullet could tip slightly and align itself with 
the bore as the bullet proceeds into the 
leade area and contacted the lands. The 
success of that simple aligning procedure 
virtually guaranteed the acceptance and 
success of the Lee Target Loader. That 
loader remained available for over twenty 
years until the parent company was termi- 
nated a couple of years ago. 

While probably not the perfect solution for 
ultimate super accuracy in a true competi- 
tive benchrest rifle, the system did provide 
an excellent solution for the weekend accu- 
racy shooters and the serious varmint en- 
thusiast. In many ways itis still a more work- 
able solution than to outside neck turn 
cases for standard tolerance factory rifle 
necks. (700, 77, 70, Sako and Kimber) 

It was this thought that led me to suggest 
the tapered reamer theory to Ken Markle. 
His K&M Depth Controlled Taper Reamer 
tool accomplishes the preparation of cases 
intended for use in this manner. Several 
rules must be adhered to when using this 
procedure. All cartridges must be fed by 
hand into the chamber. There is no intent 
whatever that any cartridges should be 
magazine fed. Reaming should not be so 
deep as to lose a firm grip of the bullet, at 
least at the heel. 

Bullet grip can be very light as long as the 
shooter understands that there is always a 
risk involved. Should the round not be fired 
there is the chance that the bullet will stick in 
the leade of the bore letting the shooter 
withdraw the case WITHOUT the bullet and 
probably spill powder all over the locking lug 
area of the action. The slightly stuck bullet 
must then be removed with (1st Choice) a 
piece of wood dowel from the muzzle or 
(2nd Choice) a cleaning rod with the tip re- 
moved so the bullet point can enter the fe- 
male threaded end of the rod to prevent the 
rod from by-passing the bullet. NEVER use 
any kind of a rod tip for this function. 

There is a seldom used rule in benchrest 
that if possible the shooter be permitted to 
clear his rifle by firing if a ceasefire is called 
during a match. It was during the taper 
reaming and step reaming era that this rule 
became necessary because shooters were 
letting the case wall just contact the bullet

enough to keep the bullet from falling out 
and such a light grab often resulted in the 
bullet staying in the lands. The rule is so 
rarely used today that few shooters know it 
exists. 

Ken Markle of K&M Services has also in- 
troduced an improved version of the B&M 
style steel cleaning rod with removable tip. 
The K&M rod is equipped with a superb ball 
bearing handle. The harder you push the 
easier it turns. The handle is smooth yet flut- 
ed for a good grip and cannot damage the 
stock finish in any way. The B&M style jag 
and push tip is greatly improved. All edges 
have been carefully broken making it impos- 
sible for the rod to even attempt to hang on

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the leade or muzzle rifling edges. The joint 
where the tip screws on has been reduced in 
diameter so no slight mismatch of rod and 
tip could ever touch the rifling edges. The 
beauty of such a rod is there is no copper or 
brass for today’s modern cleaners to at- 
tack. Brass, having a large percentage of 
copper, will always register some blue- 
green from Sweets or Shooters Choice re- 
gardless of whether there is any copper in 
the barrel. 

The K&M Cleaning rod is 48” in length. Of 
this 3-1/2” is the handle and 3-1/2” is the tip. 
The balance of the rod has no impedances 


of any kind. With the tip removed this rod will 
accept all standard American brushes. The 
rod is flash hard chrome plated for protec- 
tion against rust and abrasion. Priced at 
under $25.00 for the rod and tip this excel- 
lent K&M cleaning rod fills a large void since 
the discontinuance of the venerable B&M. 
The 22/6 rod will do either caliber by varying 
the patch size. The larger rodis designed for 
7mm and .30 using two different size tips 
with a .30 patch for best fit and cleaning.

Dear Merrill, 

First off | want to thank you for the oppor- 
tunity to be involved in helping to compile in- 
formation on pressure lapping, and the use 
of P-checks. | want to say that | kept very 
accurate records but that’s not how it 
went. 

The first gun that | did the lapping on was 
a Greener Martini in 30-40 Krag, 6 groove, 
1-10. After slugging the barrel the muzzle 
was .308-.3015. At the breech (not an easy 
one to get) about 1/2” in front of the lead 
.3075-.3017. The slug stuck in 3 places in 
the barrel. The lapping was done with 
RCBS 150FN sized to .309 with RCBS 
lube. Hornady gas checks and 13 grs of 
Green Dot. The cases were FL sized, ex- 
panded w/309 expander so the bullet would 
just have resistance. The 0.a.|. was not con- 
sidered as | pushed the bullet into the rifling. 
| fired 10 rounds of each 220 grit, 400 grit, 
600 grit, 800 grit, using the Remington oil 
and lapping compound between each grit. 
The groups when starting were about 1.5- 
2.5”. The best group | got was .9” at 100 
yds. After lapping was done, the bore 
slugged .308-.302 both ends and the slug 
slides through without sticking, barrel 
cleans very easily and shows no sign of 
leading after 60-100 rnds. 

Project 2: 6.5x50 Jap carbine picked up in 
the Philippines by my uncle. The gun is im- 
maculate but the bore wasn’t what you 
would call good (maybe fair). I’ve had this 
thing for about 15 years with no intention of 
shooting it because the only two rnds of 
ammo | had wouldn’t fit (bad headspace, my 
uncle thought the bolt in the gun didn’t look 
good enough so he picked up a new one 
from the next pile). After picking up 100 rds 
& dies for $25.00 (couldn’t resist) | then

bought a Saeco 140gr mold from GAR 
(good people). The bore slugged at .267 so| 
had to make Lee style sizer to put on the gas 
checks at .267. Using as cast bullets and 
Lee tumble lube, | pan lubed 40 rds with 
RCBS and made a set of lapping rounds 
using the same sequence in the 30-40. Be- 
fore lapping we fired 6 rnds at 100 yards 
using 9 grs unique and iron sights (having 
bad eyes I’m surprised | even hit the paper 
let alone a group). First group 4.9” a little 
low and right with a grey bore after 6 shots 
after scrubbing the lead out | proceeded 
with the lapping, after lapping the best 5 
shot group was 1.9” and the worst was 
3.8”. The best part was after firing thirty 
rounds there was minimal leading, and the 
slug goes through the bore without sticking. 
I’m planning on shooting this gun in the Mili- 
tary Carbine CBA Postals in August. 

Before | forget the bullets were cast WW/ 
Lino .5/.5. Quenched at casting. Metl temp 
740 deg F. 15-17BNH for the 6.5 Jap and air 
cooled. Same alloy 11-13BNH for the 30- 
40. 

Hope this information is useful to you and 
if |have a better summer I'll do the other two 
guns.

Dear Mr. Martin: 

When your offer first appeared on the 
pages of Precision Shooting for a Fire- 
Lapping Kit, | was slow to take advantage of 
the opportunity. However, several weeks 
later, after a conversation with a good friend 
of mine, we concluded that the fire-lapping 
may prove interesting on several barrels. 
My friend has used the fire-lapping on sever- 
al pistols where it has apparently improved 
things markedly. 

My thoughts first ran to a Marlin 1894C 
357-Magnum rifle that | purchased shortly 
after they first became available. The barrel 
in this rifle had and still has the worst circum- 
ferential reamer marks that | have ever 
seen. Some years ago, there was an article 
in The Rifle magazine dealing with bore con- 
ditions, etc. that had an example of this type 
of problem. However, the pictures in The 
Rifle magazine were nothing compared to 
the bore on my rifle. This rifle was truly the 
“sow’s ear”. 

My initial testing with this rifle in the early 
1980’s gave me inch and a half to five inch 
groups at fifty yards with jacketed bullets. 
Needless to say, | was not impressed and 
after cleaning the rifle and looking at the bar- 
rel my enthusiasm waned. Additionally, | 
was dumbfounded that a barrel of this poor 
quality would have escaped the Marlin 
plant. In my notes for this letter, | put the 
word “naive” and | guess | was. This rifle ap- 
peared to be the perfect candidate for fire- 
lapping. It just couldn’t get any worse. 

When | received the Lapping Kit, | came 
up with a load to use for accuracy testing, 
before and after. Unfortunately, | had not 
worked with this rifle to any great extent and 
did not have a “refined” load that would 
shoot to the maximum capability of the rifle. 
The test load that | selected was to be a 
maximum, or near-maximum load. Check- 
ing casehead expansion as per Bob Hagel’s 
articles indicates that it was, in fact, a maxi- 
mum load. 

Poly-wads were cut by expanding a mili- 
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tary 7.62 case to the appropriate diameter 
and chucking in my drill press. With trial and 
error, | was able to adjust the expansion of 
the case to produce poly-wads of .358 inch 
diameter. Bullets were cast from hard wheel 

: weights (only those having metal clips) at a 
pot temperature (thermometer) of 775°- 
800°. Bullets were inspected, weighed (plus 
minus - .3 gr), sized .358, and lubed with 
Tamarack Alox - Beeswax Lube. These bul- 
lets test out 8-109 BHN. 

All loads were assembled with poly- 
wads. The rifle was scoped with a 6X 
Lyman All-American, parallax free at fifty 
yards. All test groups were shot at fifty 
yards. All shooting for groups was done 
over achronograph so that simultaneous in- 
formation could be obtained. Also please 
note, that there had been no attempt to re- 
lieve or otherwise accurize the rifle used. 

At this point, the barrel was slugged with 
several soft-lead slugs. The maximum di- 
ameter obtained was .3573 inches. The 
barrel exhibited a tight spot forward of the 
chamber for about four inches then loos- 
ened up for about twelve inches and then 
tightened up again to the muzzle. 

Then the checkload was fired - four five- 
shot groups: 

Large - 2.588 inches 

Small - 1.354 inches 

Average - 1.839 inches

Checkload: SAECO 353 bullet plain 
base, weight 181 gr 13.1 gr, - 2400, WW 1 
1/2 primer, WW brass, 1.581 inches OAL, 
hard wheel weights, sized .358, Tamarack 
Alox Lube, .060 poly-wads. 

Average velocity: 1597.1 feet per second. 

The first fire lapping series was sixty-five 
rounds broken down as follows: 

220 grit - fifteen rounds 

400 grit - ten rounds 

600 grit - ten rounds 

800 grit - ten rounds 

1200 grit - ten rounds 

green rouge - ten rounds 

Fire-lapping load: SAECO 353 bullet, 
hard wheel weights, sized .358, MLM Lube, 
5.3 grains unique, WW 1 1/2 primer, poly- 
wads. 

The checkload was again fired with four- 
five shot groups, the results are: 

Large - 2.215 inches 

Small - 1.337 inches 

Average - 1.697 inches 

The rifle was cleaned after the first two 
checkload groups and after the second two 
checkload groups. Initial results indicated a 
few lead flakes but no leading. This was 
rather amazing to me because of the veloci- 
ty of obtained in a “microgroove” barrel at 
the velocities indicated with soft bullets. The 
rifle was again cleaned after shooting all of 
the fire-lapping loads. The rifle next cleaned 


after firing the first two checkload groups 
and subsequently after the last checkload 
groups. Again, a few flakes of lead but no 
leading. 

After the first fire-lapping, the bore was 
again slugged and the slug measured .3576 
maximum diameter. The loose and tight 
spots were still very noticeable. A second 
round of fire-lapping was indicated. 

The second fire-lapping was conducted 
with sixty-seven rounds as follows: 

220 grit - 28 rounds 

400 grit - 10 rounds 

600 grit - 8 rounds 

1200 grit - 7 rounds 

green rouge - 700 rounds. 

The load used for the second fire-lapping 
was the same load as previously used ex- 
cept 4.2 grains of WW 452 AA powder was 
used. At this point, the checkload was fired 
again. Two five-shot groups were fired. The 
large group measured 2.629 inches, the 
small group 1.682 inches with an average of 
2.156 inches. This did not compute appro- 
priately. | loaded various loads at this point 
and gave the rifle to a friend of mine to dou- 
ble check my shooting. He went to the range 
and fired five groups. His groups were all 
over the target. Running from three to eight 
inches. He accused me of setting him up 
with a rifle that would drive him nuts. Since

the rifle had been shooting fairly well we pro- 
ceeded to check the rifle over and found that 
the base was loose. At this point, there were 
various references made to my ancestry for 
several generations. Needless to say, the 
scope base was tightened. Again, various 
loads were fired through the rifle and seven 
five-shot groups averaged 1.871 inches. 
Unfortunately, | was out of the checkload at 
this point. The checkload needs to be rerun 
to see exactly what the rifle will do at this 
point. 

After the second fire-lapping, the bore 
slugged .3579 maximum diameter. After 
the second fire-lapping, the loose spot was 
barely noticeable. However, the reamer 
marks are still visible after two rounds of 
fire-lapping using a 2X loupe. 

| need to load more of the checkload and 
testit, both at fifty and one hundred yards to 
see exactly what has happened. | also think 
that probably an increase in bullet diameter 
from .358 to .359 may well be in order in 
view of the effect of the fire-lapping. The 
poly-wads, obviously, eliminate any leading 
problem in the rifle. Itis amazing to me to fire 
a soft bullet at velocities of 1600 feet a sec- 
ond in a microgroove barrel and have noth- 
ing but a few flakes of lead in the bore. 

Additionally, | used the Rem-Clean sys- 
tem to clean the bore during the test. | be- 
lieve that with the lack of leading it was real- 
ly unnecessary but it seemed to work well. 
The Rem-Clean has been used now in sev- 
eral rifles with jacketed bullets as well as 
some with lead wash. It is amazing stuff. | 
have encouraged several friends to use it in 
rifles that have the bad habit of copper- 
fouling and they are truly amazed at the re- 
sults obtained. It out performs 
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includes S&H. Extra inserts $4.00, orders 
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and ________ beyond belief. 

My testing with the .357 mag rifle has 
been suspended temporarily. A friend of 
mine has expressed a great desire to go to 
Canada and hunt moose with a 45-70 
Ruger No. 1. He wants to use cast bullets. 
We have been working on this project with 
the RCBS 45-300 FN bullet and the RCBS 
45-405 FN bullet. The results, so far, have 
indicated velocities in the 2200 FPS range 
are obtainable with the 45-405 bullet weigh- 
ing 426 grains. This load is beyond awe- 
some in the light Ruger No. 1 and devastat- 
ing with air-cooled wheel weights. That 
devastating is on both ends. One feral hog 
has been taken at this point (weight 50-60 
pounds) at a range of fifty-sixty yards. Total- 
ly awesome! | believe we are going to slow 
this bullet down and harden it up to obtain 
the desired results on an animal in the 1500- 
2000 pound category. Surprisingly very lit- 
tle leading other than a light wash has been 
notice in either of our Ruger No. 1 - 45-70’s. 
Any ideas that you have on this topic would 
be greatly appreciated. Currently, | am 
using Reloder 7, WW 8 1/2 primers, Tama- 
rack lube, Hornady - gas checks and bullets 
cast from wheel weights, air-cooled at 8-10 
BHN. Accuracy is in the three to five inch 
range at 100 yards. Unfortunately, not 
much testing with this load can be done at 
one time, my shoulder and nerves can only 
handle fifteen to twenty rounds of this fun 
during a session. | think that | will switch 
from five to three-shot groups to attempt to 
attain more information within the limits of 
my shoulder. | also think that | will switch 
from Tamarack lube to LBT lube and will 
begin to use heat treated bullets. As | said, 
any of your thoughts on this matter would 
be greatly appreciated.

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Dear Charles: 

Many thanks for your input on the fire lap- 
ping. One suggestion on procedure. Your 
maximum test load for the “before” accura- 
cy has no relation to a load “after” lapping. 
I’m not surprised you didn’t get an improve- 
ment with the “before” load afterwards. 

The lapping has removed the resistance 
and back pressure for the powder charge in 
the “before.” Plus, the tight spot just as the 
bullet was accelerating, has been removed. 
Now, you have to work up a load with a 
powder that can get up pressure and burn 
smoothly without a lot of uneven resistance. 
For that small case, try powders such as 
H110, IMR 4227 and other high density 
powders. 2400 may peak too soon to get 
what you want. In any case, it’s a neat uphill 
fight and you will get velocities higher than 
you thought possible, plus better accuracy if 
you stop in time. Top load is seldom best ac- 
curacy in lever guns as too many parts are 
springing and rattling around with the top 
pressures associated with top velocity. 

Use the P-wads for plain base and start 
out with them on the GC bullets. Then, com- 
pare on the GC with and without P-wads. 
Use what works best. 

You have my sympathy on the 45/70. 
Also, try P-wads on that. PAST Recoil pads 
on your jacket help to soften the blow. The 
lower velocity still penetrates like crazy in 
these heavy bullets. Anything over 1700 
FPS is wasted unless it’s for elephant. 

Don’t worry about the reamer marks; you 
will have taken the high spots off and the 
soft slug will go through evenly. 

A suggestion to keep scope bases from 
shifting loose, but not glue them on — take 
some of your lapping compound (400 grit 
SC) and put that between the base and the 
barrel — it won’t slip! Keep it off the screws, 
only on the flat surfaces.

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THE NEW RUBRIGHT .22 CALIBER BULLET 


About a month ago | received a note from 
a highly regarded bulletmaker by the name 
of Brian Rubright. After a line or two of cor- 
dialities his brief communication went on to 
say, “knowing how much you like to play 
with bullets... test some of my new .22’s and 
let me know what you think. They have an 8 
ogive and were formed in a new set of 
Simonson dies.” 

Since Brian did not specifically state what 
he wanted me to test them for, so | felt free 
to experiment a little. What | decided to do 
was hold each and every one of them up to 
the light of a candle and inspected them. 
There wasn’t a bad one in the lot. So, | 
wrote back to Brian and told him they 
looked swell. 

After a week or so, another letter arrived 
from Brian. This one said, “Thank you for 
your time and technical appraisal... would 
you be interested in purchasing a couple 
thousand more of these “swell” bullets? My 
reply was, “sure, if you candle and sniff em 
all for me.” It’s been a couple of weeks now, 
| haven’t heard from Brian... 

Seriously, the new Rubright 52 grain .22 
caliber bullet is something to behold. It’s un- 
usual 8 ogive shape and noticeably small 
point make it a physically attractive projec- 
tile. These features coupled with uniform 
components and assembly techniques con- 
tribute significantly to this bullet’s remark- 
able ability to group.

| conducted the same battery of tests on 
the Rubright bullets as | did back in January 
for an article entitled, “Comparing Factory 
To Custom Bullets.” The response to that 
article was very favorable. This indicated to 
me that shooters are interested in knowing 
more about the subject of quality control 
and its effect on performance. 

The first graphic is a chart that shows 
how 100 Rubright bullets fared in a weight 
uniformity test. As you can see, all but 2 bul- 
lets fell between +/— .1 of a grain of the 
predominant weight. A very impressive 
52% weighed in at exactly 52.5 grains, 34% 
were .1 agrain light, and only 12% were .1 
heavier. This leaves 2 at 52.7 grains. This by 
no means is out of my personal tolerance for 
match bullets. If time permitted, | suppose | 
would weigh bullets prior to a match, but 
with bullets of this quality it’s absolutely un- 
necessary. Other benchrest shooters might 
even describe it as an act of futility. You may 
recall in the previous test that Sierra bullets 
spanned 7 graduations (.1 of a grain per 
graduation) and shot very well. Simply stat- 
ed, | would not hesitate to shoot any of 
Rubright’s bullets at my record target. 

| am convinced that weight uniformity, al- 
though important to accuracy, is not as criti- 
cal as balance. By balance | mean the 
bullet’s ability to stabilize and obtain opti- 
mum revolution speed about its axis. One of 
the most critical operations in bulletmaking 


is the seating of the core. If the core seating 
punch is not properly mated to the inside di- 
ameter of the jacket, lead will find its way 
around the punch creating a source of im- 
balance. (See drawing 1A.) If this condition 
exists, the bullet will not group respectably, 
no matter what you do. After peeling the 
skins off of 3 of Rubright’s bullets, it was ob- 
vious to me that he had used the right size 
punch to make this batch of bullets. 

The second graph shows the results of 
the base to ogive origin test. This test was 
performed with the use of a Davidson Seat- 
ing Depth Checker (SDC). As mentioned in 
previous articles, the SDC simulates a bar- 
rel groove diameter of .223” and has a 6 de- 
gree included angle machined into it. As the 
graphic indicates, the Rubright bullet 
proved to be more than acceptable. 87% of 
the bullets measured were identical to each 
other and the other 13% were +/—.001”. 
In the point-up operation of bulletmaking, 
Brian Rubright has what is commonly re- 
ferred to as an “educated arm” when it 
comes to applying uniform pressure to the 
press handle. 

The pressure ring dimension measure- 
mentis pretty straight forward. Itis simply a 
measurement of the base of the bullet. This 
area is referred to as the pressure ring be- 
cause it fills the grooves of the barrel and 
prevents expanding gases from rushing by 
the bullet as it travels the length of the bar-

rel. The base of the bullet is subjected to tre- 
mendous pressures upon detonation of the 
cartridge. This is what causes the bullet to 
deform and fill the grooves. 

Chart 3 shows that 57% of the Rubright 
bullets tested measured .2241’, 32% mea- 
sured .22415”, and the remaining 11 mea- 
sured out at .2242”. 

The attached target was shot on a mod- 
erately windy (10-15 m.p.h.) day under fairly 
constant conditions. 3 shots were printed 
on target as quickly as | could get them off. 
The bullets were driven by 24 grains of

Hodgdon 322 powder, Federal 205M prim- 
ers, and Sako .222 cases reformed to 
.222x35 cartridge dimensions. It should 
also be noted that one of the 3 bullets in the 
target weighed 52.7 grains. 

In summary, | believe the Rubright bullet 
to be more than satisfactory for all shooting 
applications that require a well designed 
and executed .22 caliber bullet. If you are in- 
terested in trying some of the these .22s 
look for the Rubright ad in this issue.

| really liked the way he opened the dis- 
cussion. . . “What would you charge to pro- 
vide me with a rimfire benchrest rifle?” But 
as we talked it over it became very apparent 
that he had no real intention of actually com- 
peting with it himself. No, this was to be a 
gun that his wife and daughter would be 
able to enjoy since they didn’t like all that 
noise and weren’t very enthusiastic about 
all the handloading hassle. But, he felt, if 
they had an accurate BR.22 they could 
compete, at will, without the commitment of 
time and money until they were doing well 
enough to want to “move up” to centerfire. 
Ahh. . . the old “stepping-stone” idea. | sug- 
gested this was rather parallel to starting 
your kid in skeet shooting with a .410 so that 
when he got good enough he could move up 
to a twelve-gauge. (blank stare) 

Please bear with me, this is, after all, a 
“RIFLE” publication (unlike RIFLE MAGA- 
ZINE which can sometimes appear to be a 
pistol or shotgun thing, ... heh heh). In 
skeet competition you start with the big gun, 
with its enormous amount of shot, and as 
you get better you “move up” to the smaller 
guns with their fewer and fewer pellets until 
you’re good enough to compete effectively 
with the tiny .410. It really separates the 
men from the boys! It’s the ultra-experts 
who compete in this division. 

Consider that the 22 rimfire match bullet 
weighs only 40 grains, and is traveling ap- 
proximately 1000 feet-per-second. In 
centerfire BR ballistics, the 22PVD (Plain 
Vanilla Deuce) squirts out its 52 grain match 
bullet at about 3000 fps. Notice that the rim- 
fire bullet weighs only three-fourths as much 
as the PVD bullet, and is moving only one- 
third as fast. Assuming that bullet weight 
and speed have something to do with its 
ability to buck the conditions, let’s do the

math. ONE-THIRD OF THREE-FOURTHS 
IS ONE FOURTH! Therefore, as a broad 
generalization, the Relative Accuracy Po- 
tential (RAP) of rimfire is at one-fourth the 
distance of its centerfire cousin of the same 
bore size. Yet people who wouldn’t even 
consider competing at 400 yards with a 222 
seem to believe it’s reasonable to expect 
the little 22RF to say something authorita- 
tive at 100. 

Now, the above doesn’t even take into 
account that we’re essentially comparing 
PISTOL ammunition against RIFLE ammu- 
nition! Placed before us on the table we see 
one round of .357 Magnum, and one round 
of 6PPC. Under careful supervision we 
hand the neighborhood seven-year-old one 
round of 22RF with the instruction, ... 
“Place it next to the one it matches best.” 
You see? IT’S PISTOL AMMO! No ogive!

No ballistic coefficient! No advantages at 
all. And yet. . . just look what the little suck- 
er willdo . .. when used within its design en- 
velope. 

Beyond 80-yards it gets real iffy, and to 
those serious smallbore competitors who 
regularly shoot 100-yard events | merely 
point out that hundred-yard rimfire competi- 
tion was never developed based on the true 
ballistic potential of the cartridge, but rather 
that someone just liked the sound of the 
number, “ONE HUNDRED YARDS’. 

But in benchrest we prove nothing if we 
attempt to compete at distances beyond 
the precision performance parameters of 
the cartridge, which is why the 6PPC is no 
biggy in 1000 yard matches. To get an idea 
of the great job the makers of match rifles 
and match ammo have done, and are doing, 
compare the true RAP of 100-yard 
centerfire and 25-yard rimfire group size. Or 
50-yard rimfire groups compared to 200- 
yard centerfire groups. 

So much for RAP; What about recoil- 
effect? The shock-resonance, recoil-effect 
of centerfire guns is huge compared to rim- 
fire BUT, (BUTT?) by the time it fully mani- 
fests itself the bullet is about 90-yards 
downrange, whereas in a rimfire gun the 
bullet is still in the bore. That’s why the 
smallbore shooter, even in benchrest, must 
develop gun handling techniques even more 
sophisticated than his centerfire buddy. | 
mean, THESE THINGS ARE TOUCHY!! 

| guess what I’m trying to say is that a 
world-class fly rod isn’t necessarily kids 
fishing gear, a Lotus SuperSeven isn’t a toy 
sportscar, and a 22RF match rifle isn’t a 
novice gun. It is a full-on sophisticated com- 
petition tool requiring all the dedication and 
commitment of any thoroughbred, for maxi- 
mum performance. The fact that the serious 
shooters spend as much time and money 
testing, selecting, weighing, and sorting 
their ammo as the centerfire guys doin mak- 
ing theirs is just one example. Next time 
we'll kick around some more thoughts and 
ideas on rimfire ammunition.

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Kenneth E. Clark designed the 224 Clark 
in 1964 for extremely long range varmint 
shooting. He based his wildcat on the im- 
proved 257 Roberts case necked all the 
way down to 22 caliber with a 30 degree 
shoulder. Although his cartridge was more 
than just another necked down wildcat case 
to shoot lighter bullets at high velocity, 
which was a common practice in the 50’s 
and 60’s. Ken approached long range per- 
formance in an entirely different manner by 
also designing a completely new bullet for 
his cartridge. His new 22 caliber bullet 
weighed 80 grains and was exactly one inch 
long. Ken realized the heavy bullets would 
not start out as fast as the lighter 22 caliber 
bullets, but would retain higher velocity at 
extended ranges. This would considerably 
reduce the wind drift at those long ranges, 
something Ken felt strongly about. In his 
brochure, he stated “Today, the varmint 
hunter using a 224 CLARK need not let any 
reasonable wind spoil his trip”. 

| found out about the 224 CLARK in mid 
1977 after my long range varmint shooting 
friend Ace insisted that | have one built like 
his. He had Ken recently custom build one 
for him on a Remington BDL Varmint Spe- 
cial and it was starting to prove itself at the 
range and in the varmint fields. After | had 
saved up enough money, we headed down 
to Buckeye Sports Supply, Canton, Ohio, to 
buy another new BDL. We soon found out 
that they were sold out so | settled for a 
Ruger model 77V Varmint model in 25-06 
and had them ship it directly to Ken in central 
California. Ken installed a new Shilen air

THE 224 CLARK

gauged 9 inch twist chrome moly barrel 
chambered for his 224 CLARK. He blued 
the barrel to match the receiver and glass 
bedded the action. The total cost was $187, 
which included 500 of his hand-made 80 gr. 
varmint bullets and a new set of RCBS dies. 
As | sit here and look at my file on the 224 
CLARK with all my notes and all the letters, | 
now realize the price was a real bargain for 
the quality workmanship Ken provided. 

It did not take Ken very long to return my 
new 224 CLARK and the first thing | had to 
do was to make up 50 cases. My notes from 
1977 are alittle sketchy, but! can remember 
buying 100 Winchester 257 Roberts cases 
and sorting them by weight. The next step 
was to run them in a 6mm Remington full 
length die and finally through the 224 
CLARK full length die. To fireform the brass, 
| followed Ken’s instructions of using 20 
grains of Hercules 2400 and then filling the 
cases with Cream-of-Wheat cereal, topping 
it all off with a wad of paper towel. After 
fireforming the cases, they were then inside 
neck-reamed in an RCBS 224 CLARK neck 
reamer die. 

Quite surprising as | look back the rifle 
shot very well with groups averaging 1/2 to 
5/8 inch at 100 yards. | feel the quality Shilen 
barrel and the Canjar set trigger that Ace 


and | installed really attributed to the rifles 
potential. Ken’s craftsmanship in his cham- 
bering, bedding and handmade bullets can 
not be overlooked either. | will never forget 
one snowy winter morning after cleaning 
three inches of snow off our wooden bench 
and shooting alittle five shot bug hole at 100 
yards. No, | do not know what that group 
measured, but they were all cutting a nice 
round hole and back then thatis all that mat- 
tered. 

In March of 1978, | purchased the then all 
new state-of-the-art Oehler Model 33 
Chronotach with Skyscreen II System. It 
seemed as if that spring | was at the range 
every evening after work with my new 
chronotach and rifle. There were problems 
with the early Skyscreens under very clear 
conditions. When | called Ken Oehler, he ex- 
plained that | was the first one in Ohio with 
the new Model 33 and for that matter one of 
the first in the country. When | returned from 
the range, | would call Ken and describe the 
overhead light conditions and after awhile, 
he became quite familiar with my 224 
CLARK. Several times when | arrived home 
from work or the range, Linda would inform 
me that Ken Oehler had called with a new 
suggestion. | can remember making differ- 
ent light shields and painting the orange

plastic Skyscreen boxes flat black. It was 
not long before Ken Oehler had all the bugs 
worked out and replaced my old 
Skyscreens with new black plastic ones and 
newly designed glint shields. 

At the same time, | was very busy work- 
ing up loads in the 224 CLARK. | had a friend 
at work in the Physics department figure out 
the ballistic coefficient for the 80 gr. CLARK 
bullet at .376. Then | ordered complete bal- 
listic tables from Sierra Bullets with different 
zero ranges and 10 MPH crosswind drift ta- 
bles out to 500 yards. 

The rifle seemed to shoot very well with 
several different powders. Loads were 
worked up with IMR 4831, Norma MRP, 
and Winchester 785. My favorite powder 
turned out to be the Norma MRP, which 
gave the highest velocity at 3594 fps and 
was also the cleanest burning. This was out 
of a 24” Shilen barrel with Federal 215 Mag- 
num primers. 

Both of our custom 224 CLARK’s were 
used all summer with very good results. 
One particular day Ace made shot after shot 
with his Remington BDL Varmint Special 
224 CLARK. He had a brand new Redfield 
Silhouette scope (that just was put on the 
market) that seemed to respond very well to 
adjustments at different ranges. | would es- 
timate the range and Ace would set the 
scope and bingo another chuck. It seemed 
we were on the money all afternoon, what a 
team effort that day between the shooter 
and spotter. 

My Ruger Model 77 224 CLARK had its 
debut that summer also. One particular 
hunt | will never forget had Ace, and | sitting 
on a steep ridge in the shade of a woods. 
Ace had his Winchester Model 43 in 218 
Bee and walked along the top picking off 
chucks at short range. It was mid afternoon 
when he returned to join me in a shaded si- 
esta. My 224 CLARK was set up on my field 
tripod and a rear bunny bag overlooking an- 
other hayfield ridge way off to our left. There 
were several dens in a row about half way 
up and soon one large chuck pushed his 
head and neck out as they do for an after- 
noon summer sunbathe. It was not much of 
a target at that distance, but Ace insisted | 
shoot as he always does. | put around in the 
rifle and set the Canjar trigger. After a very 
light squeeze the rifle recoiled, and Ace said 
the chuck flipped out of the den, a solid hit. 
Two other chucks came out just a few feet 
away, Offering almost identical shots. Three 
shots, three dead chucks pushed complete- 
ly out of their dens by that big 80 gr. bullet. 

Ken and | corresponded for the next sev- 
eral years. | sent him my favorite loads and 
Sierra’s ballistic printouts, and he always 
wrote a nice note of thanks. In the later 
years, Ken left the testing up to individual 
shooters and eventually had Hornady Bul- 
lets make a special run of 80 gr. bullets just 
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for him. Since | had quite a few of Ken’s 
handmade bullets, and they were perform- 
ing very well, | was hesitant in ordering any 
of the new Hornady’s. During one of our 
conversations, | mentioned that | would not 
mind trying a few. Ken sent 500 of the new 
Hornady’s for only ten dollars, not enough 
to even cover the postage. The new 
Hornady’s were smaller in diameter and a 
little more streamlined but really seemed to 
shoot about the same as the original Clark 
bullets. It sure was great of Hornady Bullets 
to make that special run for Ken! 

Ken passed away in 1984 at 77 years of 
age and shooters everywhere lost a great 
friend. He was first a true gentleman, al- 
ways taking time to listen or write. Ken re- 
gretted the loss of our gun rights and was a 
life member of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. Varmint shooting was his forte in which 
he designed his own wildcat the “224 
CLARK” with a specifically designed 80 
grain varmint bullet for long range perform- 
ance. Ken was a highly respected person 
and will always be missed by many long 
range varmint shooters. He is survived by 
his wife, Vester Clark, and children. 

The 224 CLARK is another example of a 
cartridge and bullet design ahead of its time. 
It only took the military and commercial bul- 
let makers about twenty years to bring out 
heavy 22 caliber bullets. In early 1984 Sierra 
Bullets introduced the 69 gr. BTHP 
MatchKing for military shooting teams with 
the new M16A2 rifle which had a7 inch twist 
barrel. This bullet was well suited for the Na- 
tional Match Course in AR-15 rifles (with 
fast twist barrels) out to 600 yards. Soon 
Hornady followed with their almost identical 


Ken’s 224 CLARK and 80 grain custom bullet. 


68 gr. BTHP and several years later Nosler 
introduced a 68 gr. BTHP bullet. The Nosler 
has a relatively short boat tail compared to 
the Sierra or Hornady and a large hollow 
point that can not help long range perform- 
ance.

Deja vu. The 224 CLARK may again take 
the lime light in the early 90’s when the 70, 
75 and 80 grain VLD (Very Low Drag) bul- 
lets become available. | sold my 224 CLARK 
in late 1982 after five years of range testing 
and varmint shooting, but if | were to get the 
itch for another, this is what | would do. 

First, | would design a new reamer that 
would have the new 80 grain VLD bullet 
seated fairly deep in the neck. That would 
maybe allow the 70 grain VLD and the two 
commercial 69 grain bullets to seated in the 
top third of the neck. Hopefully, the 75 VLD 
would end up somewhere in between or 
about the middle of the neck. The only way 
to know is to form a few cases down to 224 
CLARK and experiment with different seat- 
ing depths with the Davidson (SDC) seating 
depth checker. The 224 CLARK has a rath- 
er long neck so this should work out but for 
some reason it did not, | would order a spe- 
cial throating reamer to match my chamber 
reamer and run it in for the heavy bullet. This 
chamber reamer would have a relatively 
tight neck allowing my cases to be turned 
with .002 - .003 clearance and would match 
my custom full length sizer. 

Ken used Shilen 9 inch twist barrels which 
would be an excellent choice, but | would 
definitely go with stainless steel. Hart 
makes a 10 inch twist stainless barrel, and | 
am sure other barrel makers have them 
also. | have shot the Shilen and Hart, and 
they perform extremely well, but | would 
not go with any twist slower than a 10 inch 
for any of the heavy 22 caliber bullets. 

A person could almost fret for weeks de- 
ciding which single shot action to use for a 
“new” super long range 224 CLARK. If | 
were going to buy a new one, the Wichita 
would be one of my first picks or maybe a 
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Most Top Ten Wins—5 Years in a Row!

PAS magnum length action with 308 bolt 
face. A friend of mine has a new PAS mag- 
num action and it has worked out very well 
for long range shooting. Hall makes the big 
Express stainless steel action and there is 
always the medium length Shilen and Kelbly 
Teddy that looks sharp. Several local long 
range varmint shooters are using the 1970 
era sleeved Remington actions with excel- 
lent results. Sometimes these sleeved ac- 
tions or complete rifles can be picked up fair- 
ly reasonable at bench rest matches or in 
the Trading Post ads. The old reliable 40X 
single shot makes a dandy long range ac- 
tion, if you have one laying around or find a 
used one at a good buy.

is all | had and economy was a factor. You 
may be surprised just how well it would 
shoot with a little tuning and a new light trig- 
ger. 

Since the 224 CLARK has long to super 
long range potential, | would prefer a stock 
that would be very stable on the bags. Any 
bench rest stock design with a flat 2 1/2 -3 
inch wide forend would provide the neces- 
sary stability. My pick at the moment would 
be a beautiful wood stock aluminum pillar 
bedded, but a synthetic (fiberglass/ 
graphite) stock may be the easiest for the 
novice to keep tuned. 

The Winchester 257 Roberts brass 
worked fine, but | can not see why Winches- 
ter 6 mm Remington brass would not be 
easier to neck down. To think back, we al- 
ways used the Winchester brass because it 
provided a little more case capacity. | would 
not anneal the case necks unless they start- 
ed to show signs of splitting and to fire form 
the 224 CLARK cases | would just fire a 
moderate load in properly head spaced 
cases. 

As | mentioned earlier, Norma MRP was 
my favorite powder and Winchester 785 
was aclose second choice, but the absence 
of all Norma powders in the USA and dis- 
continuance of Winchester’s 785 is indeed 
unfortunate. Although there are several 
new slow powders from Accurate, IMR, 
Hercules and Hodgdon that should work 
real well in the 224 CLARK. 

The 224 CLARK was an excellent long 
range varmint cartridge for Ken and his fol- 
lowers in the 60’s, 70’s and 80’s and with 
the new Very Low Drag 22 caliber bullets it 
may just shoot a little farther in the 90's. 
Thanks, Ken!

A NEW WILDCAT CALIBER DESIGNED FOR FLAT 
TRAJECTORY AT LONG VARMINT RANGES 


The search for a flat shooting varmint rifle has been going st: 
for many years. About 1935 the 22/250 varminter was designed 
has been the most popular of all light-bullet varmint rifles up to the 
present time. 


However, the light 50 and 55 grain bullets used in these rifles 
are only satisfactory under ideal weather conditions. A very mild 
breeze has a tendency to blow the bullets all over the target at the 
longer ranges. 


Today, the varmint hunter using a 224 CLARK need not let any 
reasonable wind spoil his trip. The long pointed 80 grain bullets 
have the weight to buck a lot of wind, and excellent sectional den- 
sity gives flattest trajectory even to the 400 or 500 yard mark. This 
flat trajectory, coupled with the light recoil, makes this an excep- 
tionally easy caliber to hit with at unknown ranges. While the 
MUZZLE velocity of the heavy bullets is not as great as the light 
weights, the RETAINED velocity out at the longest ranges gives 
these heavy bullets a decided advantage. 


SECTIONAL DENSITY 


The better sectional density of the long 80 grain bullets, as com- 
pared with the usual 50 grain varmint bullet, is the reason for the 
vastly improved performance of the 224 Clark at the longer ranges. 
These bullets have been called “monstrosities” by:.some critics. 
Actually they compare in sectional density with a regular 110 grain 
bullet in 25 caliber, or about 100 grains in 6 mm. The real “mon- 
Strosities” are the 50 grain bullets normally used for long range 
varmint hunting, where the hunter just folds up and goes home as 
soon as a mild breeze comes up. 


These 80 grain bullets showed a Sectional Density of .227 and 
Ballistic Coefficient of .312 as tested by Robert Hutton, and reported 
in January, 1966 issue of Guns and Ammo magazine. 


CASES 


.257 Roberts brass in Super-X or Super Speed have shown best 
results. 

When running .257 brass thru your sizing die in preparation for 
fireforming, be sure to back your die out at least % turn, so you 
can feel a slight pressure on the bolt handle as it is closed on the 
case. 

To save bullets and wear on your barrel — your cases can be 
fire-formed as blanks. Use 15 to 20 grains of #2400 powder — then 
fill case completely full of cream-of-wheat cereal. Press a wax 
wad down over the cereal. After fire-forming, clean the barrel 
before firing bullets. 


Longer case life will result if case necks are annealed.

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Up in Craigmont, Idaho, Steve Meacham 
is building The Improved Hoch Rifle Action 
and one of the most comprehensive listings 
of replacement parts for single shot rifles in 
the country. | think | mentioned (six months 
ago) that Steve had purchased the Richard 
Hoch-designed falling block rifle action busi- 
ness, and was in the process of setting up to 
produce them here in Idaho. When | called 
Steve last fall to talk about a visit, he asked 
for a couple months to get some changes 
made and a handle on production sched- 
ules. |am happy to announce that Steve has 
completed the minor design and machining 
changes he had in mind to the original Hoch 
design, and is beginning to work on the 
backlog of orders. 

S.D. Meacham Tool & Hardware Co.., Inc. 
got started the same way that a number of 
today’s “big-name” companies did, Steve 
was unable to afford good rifles. Lacking 
money he bought what he describes as 
“junkers” and rebuilt them, making the 
needed parts with a file, hacksaw and six- 
inch Atlas lathe. He came to the conclusion 
after a year or so thatit was as easy tomake 
four or five of a particular part as one, and 
began supplying a few parts to area rifle- 
men. By 1981 the word had spread that 
“some farmer up in Northern Idaho” was 
turning out very high quality parts for the 
Ballard, Hepburn and the Stevens 44 ac- 
tions, and at a reasonable price. He also 
handled the Winchester Hi-Wall parts made 
by Richard Hoch until Hoch ceased produc- 
tion a few years back. Steve has held to that 
“reasonable price concept”, with the feeling 
that there are a lot of other people out there 
with a love of singleshot rifles and alow bud- 
get. He got tired of typing lists of parts in an-

swer to letters and phone calls after a year 
or so, and traded a California printer named 
Allen Hallock an extractor (for Hallock’s Hi- 
Wall Winchester) for 100 copies of a one- 
page catalog. You have to admire a guy like 
that. Both of them. 

Since that inauspicious start in 1981 the 
S.D. Meacham catalog has grown to 14 
pages in length, and encompasses nearly 
everything but the basic receiver housing 
for most of the mainstream singleshot rifles 
made in this country. Ballard, Stevens and 
the Remington-Hepburn are Steve’s main 
interests, along with his newly acquired 


Hoch action. 

Steve had been thinking about building 
an updated version of the Farrow action, or 
seeing what could be done to upgrade the 
Ballard design with modern steels and heat 
treating when he read the announcement in 
the ASSRA newsletter that Richard Hoch 
was interested in selling the Uncomphagre 
Schuetzen Arms business. A number of 
phone calls and a visit to Grand Junction, 
Colorado later, S.D. Meacham Tool & Hard- 
ware Company, Inc. had acquired the 
moulds, tooling, and remaining parts inven- 
tory for the Hoch action. 


S. D. Meacham Tool & Hardware’s prototype Farrow Action in Oak, the line drawings, and the first 
steel receiver. 
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Let us talk a bit with Steve Meacham 
about his new baby. About the Hoch action: 
“The Hoch action was designed especially 
for cast-bullet target shooting using the 
30-30 family of rimmed cartridges, or small- 
er ones. Properly heat-treated it is safe with 
factory ammunition or equivalent 
handloads. It can also be used as the basis 
for an excellent 22 rimfire rifle. There has 
been some confusion in the past because | 
recommended low (20,000 C.U.P.) loads”. 

In talking with Steve about this, it seems 
that that pressure limit was based on the 
fact that the original action kits were made 
of 8620 alloy steel and were not heat- 
treated. Product liability also rears its ugly 
head here. If the kits or completed actions 
(yes Dave and Emma, | said complete ac- 
tions!) are written up as suitable for higher 
pressure loads and some damfool manages 
to overload one and blow the rifle and him- 
self up ... guess who's fault it is? 

Not the damfool, his attorney said it has 
to be someone else’s. It is not recommend- 
ed for building your new .460 Weatherby or 
.505 Gibbs on, but Steve has me about 
ready to put a deposit on one stocked in 
classic varmint-style chambered for the old 
.25 Krag full-length case. Yes, the Krag 
case will fit in the action. | know | said 30-30 
or smaller, but the Krag case is close 
enough to fit (.023” larger). 

Steve has made a number of changes in 
design and machining the action, to suit his 
ideas on action function. In the order Steve 
feels most important: 

1. The breech block mortise is broached in- 
stead of being cut on a shaper. This as- 
sures greater uniformity and 
squareness. 

2. The front face of the receivers and the re- 
ceiver ring threads are machined on a 
lathe in one set-up to assure that they 
are perpendicular. The threads were cut 
with a milling machine, but are now 
singlepointed on the lathe. Then the 
same fixture is used to surface grind the 
breech block face to assure that it is per- 
pendicular to the axis of the receiver 
threads. 

3. Meacham is holding closer tolerances in 
fitting the striker to the breech block and 
the striker spring retainer has been 
changed to allow the spring to work in a 
straight line. The original design and tol- 
erance allowed the firing pin to flex. 
Steve feels that this contributed to the fir- 
ing pin breakage problem. Part of that 
breakage can also be traced to Hoch’s 
use of drill rod for the pin. (The ones 
made by Meacham are of heat-treated 
4140 steel.) The rest was due to improp- 
er timing of the firing pin retraction. This 
area will be given special attention as the

individual kits or complete actions are 
processed. Most of the broken firing pins 
Steve has seen were accompanied by 
scuff marks across the base of the case, 
indicating that the retraction sequence 
timing was off. 

4. The lever latch has been moved to the 
front of the receiver to simplify the de- 
sign, make it operate smoother, and 
allow greater freedom of lever styles. 
The lever is now pivoted on a screw (the 
same one made for the Ballard) instead 
of the previous dowel pin. 

5. Jigs and fixtures have been made for lo- 
cating and drilling all of the various holes 
so that they will be EXACTLY (emphasis 
Meacham) in the right place on every ac- 
tion. 

Actions and kits are now being offered in 

a choice of 8620 or 4140 alloy steel, and 

may be had heat treated or color casehar- 

dened at additional cost. Steve has had alot 
of interest in completed rifles, and while he 
stresses that he is a manufacturer not a rifle 
builder, he will be offering barrelled actions 
and some completed rifles as his schedule 
allows. 

A neighboring gunsmith has indicated an 
interest in doing some barrelling, and Steve

has made arrangements with Tommy 
Mason to offer several buttstock patterns 
(both left and right hand) 90-percent 
inletted. Complete stocking services will be 
available from, you guessed it, another 
neighbor. The concept of neighbors helping 
neighbors is a long-standing one in Idaho. 
The finished rifle in the pictures is an exam- 
ple of that cooperative handiwork. 

| mentioned Tommy Mason, of Nine Mile 
Falls, a suburb of Spokane, WA. Tommy is 
one of the more highly-regarded Schuetzen 


Riflemen in the Northwest area. He was 
also at Steve’s the day | visited, showing off 
some stock patterns and checking on the 
progress of his Meacham-Hoch action. He 
also serves as the Schuetzenmeister at an 
annual two-day match held June 15-16th 
(this year) in Spokane. His address is listed 
at the end of the article, along with 
Meacham’s. Tommy has made the annual 
trek to Golden, Colorado, since 1985 to 
shoot the Coors Nationals, and describes 
himself as a “collector turned shooter”.

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One of the questions | posed to Steve 
was regarding switch-barrel capability of 
the action. His opinion is that once a barrel 
has been fitted it is a simple matter to hold 
the extractor back, unscrew the barrel, and 
screw anew one in. Steve thinks it would be 
a minor operation to install a take-down 
screw in the receiver (ala Stevens 44) to line 
up the barrel with the extractor and make 
sure any iron sights or scope bases would 
be aligned. It would also make headspacing 
accuracy a given. 

As far as what the future holds for S.D. 
Meacham Tool & Hardware, there are at 
least three projects simmering on 
backburners. Steve has decided to go into 
the business fulltime, and is selling his share 
of the family farm to his brother. A new (larg- 
er) shop is now under construction, and 
Steve expects to move in about three 
months. 

One of the things underway is a Coors- 
type Schuetzen Pistol. A prototype was lay- 
ing on a shopbench when | got there, cham- 
bered for .25 Hornet. With the news that 
Coors would be holding a Schuetzen pistol 
match at the Nationals, there have been a 
number of phone calls asking if the 
Meacham-Hoch action would be suitable 
for a competition pistol. A Meacham-Hoch 
Pistol action weighs 2 1/2 pounds complete, 
same as a Ballard DST rifle model. The 
Coors matches have no weight limit and the 
pistols will be scope-sighted and shot off the 
bench. The match aggregate consists of 
five 10-shot strings for score on the same 
bull the rifles use. | have talked with a couple 
of action makers and some of the custom 
barrel makers, and there is considerable in- 
terest in the matches. | expect it will be hotly 
contested, since this is the only chance to 
win the first Coors Schuetzenfest Nationals 
Pistol Match. 

At this time, the Schuetzen Pistol Match 
constitutes the most severe accuracy test 
for pistols in the country, on the order of .75 
moa at 200 yards. Some real bragging 
rights are at stake. Like who builds the most 
accurate target pistol in the country. If time 
permits Steve will build a model chambered 
for .32-40 (probably) for Precision Shooting 
to test and take to the Coors Schuetzenfest 
Nationals. It would be a display model that 
could be shot by interested parties. 

Another fascinating project underway 
(with a late ’91 dateline) is that updated ver- 
sion of the Farrow action. There is a photo- 
graph here of the wooden prototype made 
of oak. Steve foresees a light-weight model 
(of Balsa, perhaps?) down the road. Seri- 
ously, the Farrow action is being looked at 
very hard by Meacham for production. The 
NRA has a longrange blackpowder shoot- 
ing program, that is very popular in the

Western part of the country. It requires an 
original, or American-made reproduction of 
a external hammer singleshot rifle action. 
The most popular cartridge in use are the 
various original .40 calibers, and the ubiqui- 
tous .45-70. 

The third project underway at S.D. 
Meacham Tool is GASP!... a match-grade 
Ballard 22RF action/rifle with doubleset 
triggers! Steve has a couple original Ballard 
doubleset trigger target rifles, and offers all 
the parts necessary to restore an original 
22RF or convert an old centerfire receiver to 
22RF. He has had to refuse the requests to 
produce DST breechblocks for the 
centerfire Ballards because of (again!) prod- 
uct liability concerns. The Ballard, while 
safe with black powder or equivalent 
smokeless loads, just is not designed to 
take the modern smokeless pressures peo- 
ple might try. Speaking of Ballards, | found 
S.D. Meacham’s customer list to read like a 
“Who's Who of Competition Shooting” with 
a Ballard. The addition or the Hoch action 
and his other projects will only add variety to 
that list.

The three involved parties (NBRSA, IBS and Precision Shooting magazine) have agreed 
to continue the Official Screamer group patches for the year 1991. 

To refresh the memory of the multitude, one qualifies for an Official Screamer patch 
when one fires in NBRSA or IBS competition a single group thatis sufficiently small to cause a 
few eyes to blink on surrounding benches during competition in either association’s matches. 
By our established criteria, eye blinking is likely to occur when the shooter has a group that 
measures: 


5 shot groups 10 shot groups 


.099 or smaller 100 yards .150 or smaller 
.199 or smaller 200 yards .375 or smaller 
.399 or smaller 300 yards .599 or smaller 

1000 yards 7.500 or smaller 


In addition, anyone firing a NBRSA or IBS record single group will be considered to have 
shot an Official Screamer group, regardless of size. 

In 1986 the editor was a softy, and went through all the match reports looking for signs of 
Screamer groups, and the patches were sent out whether the party applied for his patch or 
not.

Jef does have the backlog of 60,000 bul- 
lets to fill (at a rate of 5,000 per week), and 
expects to get the 115gr dies and jackets 
before too much longer. It has been a long 
time coming, and | would like to thank every- 
body for supporting this project at the out- 
set, and sticking by Jef and |. | have no finan- 
cial interest in this venture, just some 
satisfaction in knowing it is accomplished. 
Finally!!! 

April 12th through the 21st | had the 
pleasure of hosting a number of the best 
longrange live varmint shooters in the west. 
The results of that gathering will be in next 
month’s PS. It may be a tossup as to which 
part of the get-together was more fun, the 
shooting or the evening “bull sessions.” It 
will all be interesting, for sure. 

| got aletter from Charles King in Gap, PA 
talking about his 22-243 and bullet perform- 
ance. Charlie had the third chamber that 
was cut with Paul Middlested’s original 
reamer set. After wringing that barrel out, 
Charlie had Red Elliott make him his own set 
of reamers. He is on his seventh barrel at 
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PRECISION SHOOTING 
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“THIS INDEX IS AN INVALUABLE TOOL 

FOR THOSE INDIVIDUALS LOOKING TO 
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this point, having run the gamut with 9”, 
10”(2), 12’(2) and 14” twist barrels. His lat- 
est efforts revolve around a 10’”“Hart and 
Nosler’s 68gr bullet. 

Charlie’s Oehler 35-P says that bullet 
moves out at 3625fps. One of the most in- 
teresting things in the letter has been 
Charlie’s continuing efforts to find a bullet 
that will stay together at 3700+ fps He tried 
the 70gr Speers (about 10 years ago), but 
gave up after firing five rounds and seeing a 
couple vapor trails and three bullet holes in 
the paper. More recently he ran a short test 
with 65gr Bergers 47.5gr of RL-22 pushed 
them 3725fps, but none of them made it to 
the target. My thoughts are along the same 
lines as Charlie’s (and a recent talk with 
Boyd Mace), that jackets are going to have 
to get tougher to handle the stress. 

Charlie also wrote that he had gotten a 
box of the 70gr JLK bullets to try. |am going 
to be shooting the 80gr JLK’s when Mac 
McCluskey finishes my .223 Valkyrie (22- 
284) this month. Charlie and | share the 
opinion that the fast twist has to have an im- 
pact on the bullet. | know that it has been 
scientifically proven that twist rate has a 


negligible effect, but it has also been proven 
that bumblebees are too un-aerodynamic to 
fly. Lucky for them they can’t read. When a 
bullet hits the rifling and has to go from a 
straight-forward motion to a spinning one 
(and be swaged from a round shape to one 
with grooves in it) there has to be some ef- 
fect on the structural integrity of the bullet 
and jacket. 

| used to dragrace big-motored cars in the 
70’s. Chrysler recommends a torque-strap 
be run from the left front of the cylinder head 
(driver side) to the shocktower to reduce 
motormount loss. It makes for a wild ride 
when a 390 horsepower 440 cubic inch Six- 
Pack motor hits 6000RPM (and 130mph) 
and a motormount breaks. 

Anyway, back to Charlie and his 22-243 
Middlested. Charlie has the 30-degree 
shoulder Middlested used on his reamer. 
There were a number of different designs 
out back then. Charles Durham in Denver, 
CO, is generally credited with the original 
model, based on the .308. His first 22-308 
was the basic .308 necked-down to .22 with 
no changes The second generation .224

Benchrest shooters more than anyone 
else will be interested in the Forys Caming 
Device. The gadget replaces the rear level- 
ing leg of your front pedestal and allows you 
to cam between the sighter and record tar- 
gets with minimal front and rear bag distur- 
bance. The adjustment necessary between 
100 and 200 yards is quickly accomplished 
by rotating the head that houses the eccen- 
tric cam. 

There have been several such gadgets 
marketed over the years that fundamentally 
accomplish the same task. There really is 
nothing new here, but the Forys version 
does it with style. The tool’s highly polished 
stainless and brass components are clean 
and well executed. It operates flawlessly 
and looks intimidating on other shooters 
equipment. Competitive tension eases up a 
bit when you get one of your own! 

The first time | saw one of Gerold Forys’ 
devices in use was at a match in St. Louis. | 
knew my poor shooting that weekend could 
only be the result of not having one of these 
alluring gadgets.

my front pedestal, | was always plagued 
with rifle/rest/bag alignment problems. 
Going from the sighter to the record target 
and back down again really played hell with 
my equipment. | was constantly pushing, 
pulling, squeezing, and realigning my rear 
bag and missing subtle condition changes in 
the process. The repeatability of this tool 
provides me with a higher level of confi- 
dence. | now find myself going down to the 
sighter target more often than | use to. | can 
now get from one target to the other with the 
flick of a wrist.

VLD Bullets 
With an Accent 


In 1944-1945 at the Mauserweke Plant 
engineers were working on an effort to pro- 
duce an inexpensive but reliable shoulder 
weapons system. Engineers at Oberndorf 
am Neckar developed a roller locked two 
piece bolt system for these weapons which 
provided the necessary delay in action 
opening. These designs were not fully de- 
veloped in 1945, several models had the fol- 
lowing designations: Stg 45M, Gerat 06H 
and MP 45M. 

After the war Mauser Engineers and 
Technicians fled to Spain to continue their 
work on weapons design and Ammunition 
development at the Centro de Estudios 
Technicos de Materiales (CETME). Dr. 
Voss noted German ballistician produced a 
VLD round for these weapons combining 
high velocity, good down range ballistic per- 
formance, and low recoil impulse. This 
CETME round was produced in several se- 
ries of calibers. The most common being 
slightly longer than the 7.92 mm Kurtz at 
7.92X40 mm. Bullet weight was 6.8 grams 
or 105 grains, overall bullet length was 1.8”, 
muzzle velocity was 800 mps or 2625 fps. 
The quoted velocity was out of an 18” bar- 
rel. As far as | can determine the basic bullet 
construction was of a very long sharp spire 
pointed Alumnium core covered by a Gilding 
metal sleeve open at both ends. Designers 
claimed ballistic performance equal to the 
standard 7.92 mm German service round 
up to 1,000 yards. 

| believe that these style bullets were 
used in 7.92X57 mm and 7.62 NATO and 
some 7.92 mm Czech rounds. The Spanish 
Army used these types of bullets in their 
Alpha Machine guns too. 

I’m prompted to write you about this type 
of cartridge because of the VLD bullet arti- 
cles in Precision Shooting and mostly be- 
cause of Creighton Audette’s letter of reply 
to Buddy Salyer (PS March, 1991). Informa- 
tion is Knowledge and to a High Power 
Shooter | believe this bullet ina modern case 
would be Dynamite. 

If anyone out there has more information 
on this VLD approach please contact me.

.243 with a slightly lengthened (to .300”) 
neck.
